HEN one reads of the number of suicides, 
W thefts, highway robberies, murders and outrages 

of various kinds that are of daily occurrence in 
all parts of the country, of open Sunday theaters, Sun- 
@ay picnics and Sunday excursions, Sunday baseball 
games and races which have a large and enthusiastic 
attendance, one well may be pardoned for asking: Are 
we really a Christian people?, 

As we see the large number cf Christian churches 
which exist in every community, we cannot question 
that a powerful Christian sentiment exists in América. 
It is evidenced also in the extent and number of our 
philanthropic institutions. Money is given freely 
everywhere for the uplifting and betterment of the race. 
Borrow, want and suffering appeal powerfully to us. 
Our missionary enterprises are on a gigantic scale and 
we have sent the gospel to all lands where the people 
were sitting in darkness and the shadow of ignorance 
and idolatry. How is it, then, that so many of the 
eardina! principles of Christianity are not regarded by 
ws”? Is it not a fact that although a Christian people, 
Christian sentiment is not sufficiently strong to mold 
public fecling and public habit as they should be molded 
into full conformity with the requirements and teach- 
tings af genuine Christianity? What place has the open 
galoon, the Sunday baseball game the Sunday theater 
end numberiess other Sabbath profanations in the life 
of a people who lay claim to being a Christian people 
@nd to the observance of that divine law, “Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy?” 

It would be wise for us to heed these things and to 
Consider whither we are drifting and how far we have 
Geparted from the teachings and practice of the founders 
of Christian civilization in America. 

The large influx of foreigners who come hither bring- 
fing with them the ideas of the Old World continental 


bath, regarded as a day of worship and of rest from 
worldly pleasures and employments, is bringing about 
@ gradual and deplorable cliange in the way in which 
the Sabbath is observed among us. With too many it 
f* simply a day of idleness or pleasure. They have no 
reverence for the day nor regard for its sacredness. 
They forget that it is one of the strong foundation 
Stones upon which Christian civilization i@ reared, and 
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[tae withort the Sabbath Christian America would 
soon relaroe into tyranny and barbarism. 

Says Booker T. Washington: 

“When measured by the standard of eternal, or even 
present justice, that race is greatest that has learned to 
exhibit the greatest patience, the greatest self control, 
the greatest forbearance, the greatest interest in the poor, 
in the unfortunate; that has been able to live up in a 
hich and pure atmosphere, and dwell above hatred and 
acts of cruelty.” 

But without the Sabbath none of these qualities will 
be ours. If we would preserve our religious freedom, 
our philanthropy and the glory of our Christian civili- 
zation, we must observe the Sabbath day and keep it 
holy. We must put from us the growing evils in our 
midst which we have so long tolerated, and public sen- 
timent should be so strong against this wholesale Sab- 
bath breaking that men would no more think of openly 
indulging in it than they would of committing theft or 
murder. 

Give us a Sabbath observing people and Christian 
America is safe, and she will go on from glory to 
glory and from strength to atrength until she shall be 
the light of the whole world and the unfailing refuge 
of an enduring Christian civilization. But without it 
we shall decay as other nations and peoples have de- 
cayed and passed into the engulfing silence of a dead 
and vanished past.

There have been no department stores 
until late, but there are now two is Bertin, 
which would be a credit to any American city 
employs about 2500 hands, with more on 
The most of the employés are girls, as well dressed 
as fine-looking as you will see anywhere. They work 
from 8 o'clock in the morning until 9 in the evening, 
with two hours off at noon for lunch. Their wages are 
from 25 to 50 cents a day, and they eat and sleep them- 
selves. 

The department stores do all they can to attract cus- 
tom and visitors. Take Wertheims’s, which is the big- 
gest store in Berlin.--tt has a winter garden filled with 
paim trees and tropical plants and so covered with ferns aif 
that they make a perfect carpet on each side the path. 
There is a fountain in it and seats under the palms 
where the customers can rest and chat between the in- 
tervals of shopping. In the summer there is an addl- 
tional garden and fountain. The store has a luncheons 
room and ail the other attractions of similar establish- 
ments in the United States. 

Teitz’s Depariment Store, which ranks next to Wert- 
heims’s, has an American soda fountain, which came 
from Philadelphia. The fountain is an immense one 
made of marble and silver. It has about ‘one hundred 
spigots. It furnishes ice cream soda, but the drink does 
not compare with our American article. This is one of 
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the few soda fountains in Berlin and it is well patron- 
ized. 


Pictures While You Wait. 


Both of these stores have their photograph galleries, 
with special days for men, women and children. The 
day | visited Wertheims’s was evidently baby day, for a 
score and more of babies were waiting to be taken. 
The photographer was a swell dreesed in a long black 


frock coat and creased trouseys. He showed me his in-- 


stantaneous apparatus, consisting in part of magnesium 
flash lights operated by electricity. All his photographs 
are made in one-hundredth of a second, which is espec- 
jally good for the babies. 

Another feature of the stores is their theater bu- 
reaus. Each sells tickets for all the operas, concerts, 
varieties and other amusements. Teltz has recently 
added a traveling bureau, were you can buy railroad 
and steamship tickets and have round-trip rates all over 
Europe at reduced prices. 

One of the chief drawbacks in this trade is the lack 
of cash carriers or cash boys. The clerks are not 4l- 
lowed to handle money. They merely make out a check 
for you and you go with them to one of the cashier's 
desks stationed in different parts of the store and your- 

— gelf pay over the money. At the same time the clerk 
hands your purchases to the bundle boy to be wrapped 
up and goes back to his work. 


Buying Departments. 


I don’t know whether our department stores have the 
game system of buying goods which is common here. On 
the top floors of the department stores are sample rooms 
with counters and al! facilities for displaying goods. On 
certain days of the week certain kinds of goods are 
bought, and on these days the men selling such goods 
appear with their samples. Monday, for instance, may 
be corset day. At that time all the corset salesmen 
from Berlin and elsewhere come to the store and fix 
their samples’ in the rooms allotted to them. The buy- 
ers of the store go over them and crder such as they 
want. Another day may be devoted to dresses, coats, 
ete., and a third to hardware. 

Berlin is one of the chief manufacturing cities of 
Europe, and many kinds of goods are made in it. It is 
noted for its notions, and in this is fast becoming equal 
to Paris. The Berlinese are fond of novelties, and Amer- 
feans should send their newest things to this market. 

— Already a variety of American goods are sold in the de- 
partment stores, such things as speaking and musical 
machines, typewriters, photographic instruments, Amer- 
fean furniture and desks having sections devoted to 
them. 

The Great German Stomach. 


I have taken several Turkish baths since I came to 
Berlin, and while doing so have had a bird's-eye view 
of the great German stomach. It Is enormous! The 
god Bacchus had nothing like it, and Gambrinus him- 
self would look at it with envy. It is almost universal. 
Every other man you meet carries a bay window about 
with him, and some over-developed ones actually meas- 
ure two feet from vest button to backbone. 

These people live well. They are great eaters and great 
drinkers. Every block has its restaurant and beer gar- 
den, and in every one you can be well fed. Some of the 
best restaurants are the cheapest. There is one known 
as “Kempinski's,” on Leipsiger strasse, not far from 
the corner of Friedrichetrasse, where I can get an ex- 
cellent dinner for two or three marks. I pay seven and 
@ half cents for a soup, twenty-five cents for as much 
roast goose as I want, and thirty-seven cents for a 
beefsteak. Salads and sweets are proportionately cheap, 
and everything is well served. 

There are many other good restaurants, some s0 
housed that they would be considered palacious in th? 
United States. The hotels have good meals. and alto- 
gether one gets as much for his money here as at any 
place I know. 


The Little Matter of Beer. 


As to beer, the Germans make the best, and they 
know it. There are millions invested in beer gardens 
and beer halls in Berlin, and their income amounts to 
millions a year. It is said that a million glasses are 
drunk every day, and this means about a half million 
quarts. The beer glasses here are regulated by law, 
and the ordinary drink is twice that of the United 
States. There is a mark near the top of every glass 
made with a file to which the beer must rise without 
foam, and the customer always insists on ful! glasses. 

Beer in Germany takes the place of water. I venture 
there are ten glasses of beer swallowed here to every 
glass of water, and also that there are hundreds of men 
who drink on the average something like a gallon a 
day. Men, women and children drink, early and late, 
end the total consumption surpasses conception. One 
of our Consuls, of an arithmetical bent, recently made 
@n estimate of the annual beer bill of the nation. His 
figures show that the Germans swallow enough beer 
every year to make a lake six feet deep and more than 
@ mile square, and so much that it will average forty 
gallons to every man, woman and child in the country. 

Much of the beer drunk is Bavarian, which country 
fs said to make the best beer of the world. Munich 
alone ships nine million barrels every year, and it 
drinks more than it ships. The Nuremberger and the 
Pilsner beers are also largely used, and Berlin itself 
makes an excellent article.

cAsia’s New Women. 


Not ONLY RULE THEIR HUsSBANDs, 
BuT Divorce THEM AT WILL.

T= THE American mind, the salient feature of 
oriental civilization is the subjection of women. It 
is safe to say that the tearful tales of India’s child- 
widows and the drowning of China's girl babies have 
done more to finance American missions in the Far East 
than all other influences put together. 

Yet be it known to all women who hold up club-going 
America as the country where the most progressive 
femininity is in evidence, that there exists in the heart 
of Asia a race of 5,000,000 souls among whom the women 
are not only equal, but superior, to the men. 

From the cradle to the grave, they have the best of it. 
The girl weds the man of her choice, and then proceeds 
to rule him as never an American man endured in his 
happiest days of courting. She owns the house, she 
holds the purse, and she divorces her husband at pleas- 
ure. There is no harem for her, and she enjoys what- 
ever educational facilities are offered her race. These 
people are the Laos, and their extremely ancient origin 
is the reason for this feminine supremacy. It is a sur- 
vival of the primitive matriarchate, once universal. The 
Laos, living in a remote region cut off from the rest of 
the world, have simply retained their primitive idea*. 

The Laos were in China before the Chinese came. The 
invaders drove them South, where the remnant of t3e 
race still lives in the northern part of Siam. 

Laos is a little world by itself, shut in by towering 
mountains, and reached only by the river, on wich the 
traveler must resign himself to live six weeks while his 
boat is laboriously poled up stream from Bangkok. No 
white people live there except the missionaries of the 
American Presbyterian Church. Rev. W. Cliften Dodd, 
who has been at the head of this work for many years, 
is now in America, and brings interesting news of this 
quaint people. 

Since there are no fortunes to be made, and a good 
bamboo house can be secured for 15 cents, nothing pre- 
vents early marriages, which occur at about sixteen. 

Upon marriage the man relinquishes every claim to 
his father’s property. He cannot inherit a single fruit 
tree or rice field. He goes to his wife's house, and 
though the family property is held in common by hus- 
band and wife, she is recognized as the actual owner. 
She holds the joint earnings of both and has the de- 
ciding voice as to their disposal. 

In the dry season, the men often make long trading 
trips into the surrounding country. If, on his return, a 
Laos husband fails to account for his stock and to turn 
over the proper amount of money to his wife, he is apt 
to lose her. She simply orders him to leave, and public 
opinion sustains her in the act. The man has not 
treated her fairly, and she bas a right to divorce him. 

No Laos husband hesitates an instant when this com- 
mand is given. Every principle of his manhood forbids 
him to remain in the house a moment longer, or ever 
to return to his wife. He leaves and the house and 
property remain hers. Sometimes men desert their 
wives, but this is unusual. All these divorces are legal, 
for the courts leave it entirely to the people to regulate 
their own marital relations. Still, says Mr. Dodd, di- 
vorces are less frequent, proportionately, than in Amer- 
ica. There is no law as to the children, but they usually 
remain with the mother, who is quite as well able to 
support them as the father. 

A Laos woman has a strong commercial instinct and 
is often a trader or merchant. Agriculture is universal, 
every family having its own house and land, and. while 
the woman does not work regularly in the fields, she 
helps at special times. She weaves splendid cotton 
cloth on her handloom, strong and durable and quaint 
and beautiful in its design and coloring. ws 

She makes her own skirt, a straight, narrow bag with 
fine. richly-colored stripes. A mass of white cotton, 
passing over one shoulder and under the other, com- 
pletes her toilet. But for festive occasions she puts a 
wreath of flower: upon her hair and even tucks a flower 
through the hole pierced in her ear. This hole, which 
is usually large, she also finds a convenient place to 
carry an extra cigar, for she is an inveterate smoker. 
She brushes her jet black hair back straight, and coils 
it so cunningly that it needs no pins to hold it in place. 

Her skin is a rich olive, her eyes brown and lustrous. 
She has a voice like music, and her mental and physical 
freedom have made her gay, bright and witty. She does 
not kiss or shake hands, but, instead, will rub her nose 
against your cheek or neck, exclaiming, “How fragrant.” 
If she wishes to do you honor, she will fold her hands, 
raise them to her forehead and bow—a preity gesture. 

Like all her race, the Laos woman is passionately fond 
of flowers and music. There is a garden or a flowerpot 
at the poorest house, and on moonlight nights the air 
is full of the sweet notes of the reeds on which the peo- 
ple blow. Many stringed instruments are also used, and 
a young man sings the praises of his sweetheart as he 
leaves her house after his evening call. The verses for 
this song he has composed himself, perhaps writing them 
on a palm leaf with a stylus. 

The Laos are not an illiterate people, and though they 
know naught of printing, they have an ancient written 
literature. Rolled palm leaf books may be found in old 
Buddhist monasteries and in many private houses, and 
treasures of folklore probably await the explorer. 

But with all her freedom a her few cares, a strange 
pall of superstition darkens the life of the Laos woman. 
If all the ghost stories ever told in America were im- 
plicitly believed, some idea could be got of the thraldom 
of these women to superstition. 

Afl sickness, death and misfortune are credited to the 
spirits, and life is burdened with efforts to propitiate 
them.

The Imperial Cadets. we felt. were deserving of the 
praise, “perfect in every way.” in which an Imperial 
cadet ought to be perfect, as officers, princes of the em- 
pire, guard to the Viceroy and above all as riders. In 
that respect our enthusiasm for them koew no bounds, 
and it is simply impossible to describe tae easy grace 
and dignity of thelr princely bearing on horseback. My 
enthusiasm passed over Lady Curzon and neglected the 
Imperia! Cadets for once, but centered on the beautiful 
horse of old Pretab Singh. [It is the most beautiful 
creature imaginable and well known throughout India. 
perfection in shape, color and size, with all the airs and 
graces and nonsense possible to a spoiled creature, yet 
perfectly obedient. We are told that horse and master 
were as intimate as man and animal could be, and that 
nothing was too good in the eyes of Pretab Singh for the 
enchanting creature. 

The Duke and Viceroy being seated in their two gold 
chairs or thrones, the Imperial Cadets, who had ridden 
off with the rest of the guard, appeared on foot, two 
and two, at the extreme end of one of the wings, and 
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’ marched, straight. tall and with absolutely expression- 
leas faces up to the daise, bowed low and took their 
places back of the Viceregal party. 

The gorgeous herald with his mounted trumpeters 
then slowly approached and formed up with a flourish 
of trumpets in front of the dais while he read the 
proclamation. Then came the national! anthem, the one 
hundred and one guns and lastly the feude jolie, whic 
we liked best of all. The prescribed “cold chill” of de 
light bed its way with us as the somber, deep voice of 
the guns began in the distance and p! iyed lis way up the 
line, dyiug away again in the opposite distance, all is 
the flash of an instant. The address of the Viceroy was 
delivered in a loud, clear voice e that anyone with 
average hearing had nothing to complain of, but we 
were in such haste to see the presentation of the native 
princes that our interest in the address flagged. 


Presentation of the Princes. 


At last. however. the presentation began. The Vice 
roy and Duke stood in front of the thrones and—but I 
will quote the very valuable little red book. 

“The foreign secretary will next esk permission toe 
present the ruling chiefs present at the Durbar. The 
ruling chiefs will. in the order previously arranged, ad- 
vance to the front of the dais in turn, and will brefly 
offer their congratulations to His Majesty, the King-Em- 
peror, through His Excellency, the Viceroy. whe with 
His Royal Highness, the Duke of Connaught, will re- 
ceive them standing. At the conclusion of the .presen- 
tation, the Foreign Secretary wil! request permigsion te 
close the Durbar.” 

That all sounds so exactly like Lord Cuzron that I 
feel quite sure he wrote it all himeelf, and really it is 
not at all improvable. 

The poor Foreign Secretary, whom weal! nitied, for his 
was a thankless task and his very undecorative figure, 
tall and narrow. looked atill lees decorative as he re- 
peatediy backed away from the august presences. Whea 
he had secured permiszion to present the ciefs, the real 
Durbar began! Each native Prince, as his turn came, 
left his red veivet armchair, and. accompanied by two 
attendants, walked with great dignity to the corner of 
the dais where he left his gentlemen-in-waiting and ad- 
voneed alone to the front shook pands with the Vice- 
roy and Duke and after a few words, moved off to the 
per side. 

It is quite impossible to describe the gorgeousness of 
their costumes, the flashing of their jewels or the 
Princely dignity of their bearing. Their ease and grace 
and utter lack of self-consciousness was a delight to 
behold. 


Imposing Natives. 


The first to be presented was the great Nizam of Hy- 
derabad, and the smal! old man was an impressive 
eight, dressed in quiet colors, Lut with a few very mag- 
nificent jewels. The Viceroy and Duke received his 
gracious greeting as if it were an honor indeed, and 
were visibly impressed. We longed to know what the 
old Prince said to them and what he felt when saying 
it. When Pretab Singh, in ibe uniform of colonel ef 
the Imperial Cadets, was presented, it was more like the 
meeting of friends, and he evidently said something 
amusing from the emiles on ‘he tiree faces. 

The vertatile Maharajah o' Kapurthala was the most 
gorgeous of all. His turban was decorated with a large 
crown of diamonds which they eaid had cost a fabulous 
sum and was no smali coronet but a huge crown, nec- 
erearily large to surround the big turban which evi- 
dently contained yards upon yards of gold gauze. His 
neck was loaded with chains of huge pearls, rubies, pear- 
shaped emeralds and sapphires, and is coal was one 
mass of embroidery of precious ston<s on cloth <f gold. 

The boy Maharajah of Patiala was a lovely harmony 
of paie pink and blue with jewels, and had a simple 
and cignified manner which was immensely attractive, 
and there was great enthusiasm when he went up ac- 
companied al! the way by his guardian. One of the 
most interesting of the long line of glittering, unspeak- 
ably gorgeous figures, was the Begum of Bhopal, the 
only woman presented She looked only a huge, shape- 
less bundle of dull draperies, and was ciosely veiled, 
but she caused great «enthusiasm an’ the applause waa 
long and loud. 

The Burmese Princes came iast of all, but were to us 
the most interesting, for they were clad in the most re- 
markable costumes, which appeared to be gold and sil- 
ver armor in large scales, and which glittered as they 
walked, and flashed in the sunlight. Ther names, the 
Myoza of Hsa Mong Hkan, the Sawbwa of Yawng Hwe 
and the Sawbwa of Mong Pawn, were enoug: to a'tract 
one’s interest, and the smali, distinguished beings with 
helmets of solid gold, with wings or dragon-shaped, 
were to us the most odd and interesting of ali. The 
jewels were beyond words, and not a chief of high or 
low degree but had strings of most wonderful stones, 
and jeweled aigretteg on their turbans, jewel-situdded 
coats, jeweled hilts to their swords or tulwars, in fact 
every place which could be made to bold a jewel held 
one or more. Almost all the princes wore diamond ear- 
rings and all bad jeweled butions, bel's and braceleta. 
What a gorgeous display. it seemed impossible to us 
that we two natives of practical, busy America could be 
looking upon such a scene in the twentieth century. At 
last It was over and after the departure of both “the 
Dukes and Viceregal party, while all the native princes 
were talking amicably together before leaving the place, 
we took our dozzited selves to find or carriage and wen4 
our homeward way.

F YOU ask a Stanford man what Is the predominating | 
influence in the life of his university, he will prob--+ 
ably tell you “Stenford spirit.”

A Madonna Luncheon. 


AN ENTERTAINMENT SUITABLE TO 
EaAsTer WrEEK.

OMETHING quite new and approprite for Easier 
week is a Madonna luncheon, and many pretty ideas 
may be introduced in the decorations of the table. 
The most beautiful flowers that can be used are the 
pale Annunciation lilies which grow in such abundance 
at the glad Easter-tide. 
in the center of the round table place a large crystal 
bow!—a punch bowl of cut glass—-if you are fortunate 
enough to count one among your treasured possessions— 
filled with the pure Easter lilies and sprays 
of maiden hair or asparagus fern, while 
these delicate fern fronds may be scattered 
profusely over the snowy linen sborUy before serving 
Ume. Place beneath the punch bowl, at right angles to 
each other, two bands of broad white liberty satin rib- 
bon, terminating at each side in huge French bows, thus 
giving the outline of a cross. At diagonal sides of the 
table tall, graceful vases of Venetian glass, containing 
two or three stately lily blossoms, may be used to good 
effect, or, if preferred, short-stemmed clusters of the 
blossoms tied with white satin or palest green gauze 
ribbon may be used. Silver or crystal candelabra con- 
taining white candies should be used, the delicate shades 
being of white silk gauze out in the shape of an immense 
Easter lily, the graceful petals curling back softly from 
the light. Bows of white satin may be caught to the 
bare of the candelabra. If one owns a particularly fine 
large candelabrum of many branches, a pretty way is to 
utilize that as the center piece, the waxen blossoms 
being massed in a mound about it. Another pretty way 
is to cut the lily blossoms off at the calyx and place in 
each a tiny white or green Christmas tree candle, and 
then place a blossom at each plate. These may also be 
used about the table to outline the ribbon cross, if de- 
sired, and are something entirely new. The candies 
must, of course, not be lighted many minutes before ihe 
guests are to be seated, as the heat from the light will 
eventually spoil the fresh appearance of the blossoms. 
From the fern-enclustered chandelier suspend two 
snow-white doves, from whose bills should be caught 
narrow white satin ribbons to each place, where they 
may be pinned by pearl-headed pins to the unique piace 
markers. These should be in the form of crosses about 
six inches long and an inch and a half in width, made 
of white, double-faced satin ribbon fringed at each end, 
and bearing the name of the guest in gold across the 
top. At the cross piece, in the center, to conceal any 
paste that may have stained through when the ribbons 
were fastened together, paste small Raphael angel heads 
cut from the penny Perry Pictures of the Sistine Ma- 
donna. These heads may be outlined with gold, using 
a very fine brush for the work. These crosses are alfter- 
ward charming little prayer book markers, and are novel 
and pretty conceita. I have never known of their being 
used and think they are quite original. 
When it is possible to get them, a cluster of white 
violets tied with white gauze ribbon to the back of each 
chair add a beautiful touch, the violet circle abent the 
dainty table being truly lovely. If preferred, the rib- 
bons may be caught to these clusters instead of to the 
place favors, er if the conventional place card, bearing 
merely the name of the guest and crest or monogram of 
the hostess, is used, these may be caught in among the 
violets. 
The white cream bonbons should be served in smal! 
paper cases in the form of an Easter lily, while the ice 
cream is effective in the form of a calla Illy, the main 
part of the blossom being of vanilla, and the yellow, 
spike-like bloom of apricot cream or orange Ice. 
In giving a luncheon of this kind, white and gold, or 
white and green china should be used, if possible, and 
bonbon dishes of Venetian glass, with those exquisite 
gold tracefies, are just the thing if the hostess be so 
lucky as to possess them. 
The following menus, suitable for a luncheon and din- 
ner respectively, are given as a guide, but may be varied 
to suit the individual] fancies of the hostess:

AN EXPERIMENT Witt A MopDEeL 
CLEANING DEVICE. 

{New York Tribune:] Maj. John McGaw Woodbury 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning, bas not quite got ove 
the fright yet. 

A working mode! of a street-cleaning machine, war 
ranted to “do the work of ten men,” got beyond the 
control of the inventor in Maj. Woodbury's office yes 
terday afternoon, and the “merry Cain” it raised in @ 
short ten minutes has left an ineffaceable impression 
on everybody on the fourteenth floor of the Park Row 
building. 

The machine has a large funnel-shaped mouth, like 
& megaphone, and it is designed to pick up scraps of 
paper and other refuse along the sireet,. and the alr 
suction communicating with the funnel does the rest 
By the time the inventor got the machine into the office 
yesterday he was red in the face, but smiling and con- 
fident. Maj. Woodbury was busy, as he always is, but 
he finaliy consented to watch a demonstration of the 
machine that was warranted to “do the work of tem 
men.” 
“It is perfectly simple and has the fewest working 
parts imaginable. All you have to do is to run it along 
on this little truck, and the dirt and refuse are sucke@ 
through this waste pipe into this bag,” said the in- 
ventor, laying his hand on the described parts in turn. 
“How do I know it will do the work?” asked the 
commissioner. 

“Why, that's easy.” said the inventor; “I'll show you.” 
Capt. Gibson, the office boy, several clerks and the 
janitor’s cat drew near to the inventor, as he bowed 
himself and began to get his machine ready to run 
There were scraps of paper lying about, the major's 
cuffs were on the desk, and a pair of rubbers rested on 
the floor in front of the major'’s desk, “absolutely un- 
conscious of the inipending danger,” as the good, old 
dime novel used to say. “while the Indan crept up.”

ORT-AU-PRINCE (Hajti) March 11.—Some student 
Pp: the government has remarked that the more free- 

Gom an ignorant people are given, and the longer 
they are allowed to have it, the worse their position 
becomes. The history of Haiti certainly substantiates 
this statement. On the fourth of next January it will 
have been an independent country for 100 years. Dur- 
ing this time it has had ninetcen Presidents and but one 
of them has served out his full term of office: one or 
two died natural deaths, quite a number were taken off 
under circumstances which aroused a suspicion of foul 
piay, and the balance were forcibly turned out. of office 
or ran away to prevent trouble. It has been a century 
of turbulence and vicious wrangling for position, and 
no Porfirio Diaz has appeared, as in the case of Mexico, 
to comman< the situation and stand guard over the dis- 
turbing elements while civilization threads her way over 
the rough road of barbarism. The national motto is 
“Unity is Strength,” and the official crest bears the 
words “Liberty, Equality and Fraternity.” That this is 
trony of the most pronounced sort is clearly demon- 
Strated by a study of the last political campaign—if I

An Old Man’s Trick. 


Gen. Nord Alexis has been a soldier all his life. He 
is about eighty-seven years of age. He was for years 
Military Governor of the northern provinces of Haiti, 
which position ranks next in importance to the Presi- 
dency. The provisional government sent Mr. Alexis to 
chase Mr. Firmin away. He obeyed orders in this but 
returned just In time to spoil the rest of the programme 
by having himself declared President instead of Seneque 
Pierre. It was a pretty foxy trick the old general 
played on the boys and while many of them do not like 
him a bit, they kowtow to beat the band and swear 
that he is the smartest man on earth. And in the mean- 
time Haiti is having a breathing spell. 

When there are a number of aspirants for the Presi- 


dency it is as difficult to select the right 
one as it is to pick the winner in a 
field of unknown running borses.

How the World Will End. 
Great Men Have 
Anovut Tuts SUBJECT. 
From Pearson's Weekly. 


ROF. LUDWIG MARIENBURG, of the University 
P« Chicago, declares that the end of the world is 
near at hand. He has discovered, so he avers, that 
our little old planet bas “jumped its orbit.”” so to speak, 
and is wobbling round in space, like an intoxicated 
man 
This irrecularity, the professor explains, will shortly 
cause our summers to become hotter and hotter, and 
our winters to be colder and colder. Within fifieen or 
twenty years at the outside, accor.ing to his figures, 
the entire human race wil! be alternately ei.her frizzied 
or frozen to death. 

Even this. however, would »e etter than being comet- 
stricken, after the fashion so graphically portrayed re- 


cently by H. G. Wells. Practically all scicntists are 
agreed tat what he deacribes is likely to happen sooner 
or later. 

Prof. Dewar goes even further. He says that not 


only may such a catastrophe occur at any time in the 
more or icss near fuiure, but that ii ‘has ccr.ainiy hap- 
pened, and almost certainly more than once, in the more 
or less near past.” 

The converse of this cataclysm of fire is a cataclysm 
of ice. This we know, for an absolute fact, to have oc- 
curred before; and we also know that It is praciically 
certain to recur, and that, too, speaking geologically, at 
no very far distant date. 

The reason is that the accumulation of ice round the 
South and North poles, tie “ic  ologisis call 
them, are ever getting thicker and thicker. More ice la 
formed Ly freezing during the long Arctic and Antarctic 
winters than is lost through melting in the short sum- 
mers. 

Meanwiile the water to form this ice—billions on 
billions «f tons of it, mind—is being taken up by the 
sun from (he more temperate zones of the globe. 

Some day or olher this process is bound to affect the 
stability of the earth. It will become “top-heavy,” and, 
as a result, it will, as it were, cant upon its axis. 

The result will be that the present situation will be 
reversed. That is to say, the poles will be somewhere 
at opposite sides of what is now the equator, and the 
new equator will intersect what are now the poles. 

The result would be t»at a world-wide earthquake 
would level all cities and towns, and even the hills and 
mountains, and thé sea would sweep over the ruins,

He also affirmed the probability that one area, at all 
events, of suc) thin crust, is situated in the Thames 
Valley, near Cookham;: and, arguing from these premises, 
he drew a graphic description of the destruction wrought 
by a lava flood, which welled up near (there, and rolled 
thence Qownward to the sea. 

The earth thereabouts, according to Mr. Allen. opened 
suddenly, without an instant’s warning, in a gigantic 
crack, or fissure, many miles lons, whence millions of 
tons of the white-hot slag gushed ou!. and filled up the 
entire valley to a certain level, in und oul among tae 
hills, exactly aa water might do. 

When it was over, in twenty-four ours, London—-as 
well as scores of riverside towns—was no more, its place 
being taken by the rapidly-congealing lava, afterward 
to be known as the Great Glass Deser'.

A NoTeD PuysIciAn’s MUNICIPAL 


OWNERSHIP PLAN. 
By a Special Contributor. 

R. GEORGE F. SHRADY believes the future will 

bring advances in the healing art as yet undreamed 

of by humanity at large. 
He bases his hope upon the work of the recent past, 
which, he says, has been chiefly along preventive lines 
end in helping nature to increase the individual's power 
of resistance against discase. 

He foresees the ultimate practical stamping out of 
eonsumption, through the adoption of nature's own 
remedies which are free to all, and proposes the mu- 
picipal ownership of tenements -to hasten this result. 

“Great progress has been made with the microscope 
and the test tube,” said the doctor to the writer, the 
other evening. “In their discoveries concerning yellow 
fever and its spread by mosquitoes, Drs. Reed, Finlay, 
Carroll and Agramonte did the race an_ incalculable 
service. They accomplished more for Cuba than all the 
warships and all the soldiers, though the gift of free- 
dom from Spanish rule was 1 priceless boon. 

“The island has been practically free of the fever 
gince the American occupancy, for the first time in its 
history, and this has brought immunity to our own gulf 
ports. Nothing more important than the work of these 
men, and Ross's similar work in England, has been done 
in recent years. This would be true if the prevention of 
yellow fever had been all. 

“These investigations bave pointed a way to the ul- 
timate stamping out of malaria as well, since the germ 
of that disorder, also, is conveyed by the mosquito, and 
the precise circumstances under which this is accom- 
plished have been determined. 

“It is not enough for the mosquito to absorb the or- 
ganism that produces malaria or yellow fever from an 
{infected person and then bite one who is well. The 
germ must remain within the mosquito long enough 
to develop properly before its bite will convey the dis- 
ease from the sick to the sound. 


_The Doom of Tuberculosis. 


“The most gratifying progress has been made in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. 

“No one need ask now if consumption can be cured. 
It can be cured. It is cured, practically, every day. 
But it is not, and cannot be cured by drugs alone. Be- 
yond stimulants and nourishing foods which build up 
the vitality and add to the patient's resisting power, no 
remedies are specially needed, excepting those which 
mature furnishes. These are as free as the sunlight and 
air of heaven. In fact, they are light and air, and noth- 
ing else. 

“Light and air can be had in the most crowded cities. 
The working men can take care of them when walking 
on the street, or even in the park. Tuberculosis cannot 
eect a bold on the man or woman whose blood is ener- 
gized with plenty of oxygen, whose skin is browned by 
the winds and upon whom the light of the sun is allowed 
to play a good part of every day. 

“Under such conditions you may inhale tuberculosis 
bacteria, and yet be unaffected. It is a question of seed 
and soil. The latter is always the essential element of 
propagation. There is enough vital force, enough power 
of resistance in the individual of perfect physical con- 
dition to overcome any evil influences. To put it 
another way, the phagocytcs—the white corpuscles of the 
blood, which act as defenders of the health—in the cir- 
enlation of the sound and normal person are strong 
enough and numerous enough to defeat the bacterial 
hosts in the battle royal sure to follow the invasion. 

“The old notion that consumption as such is hereditary 
fm some cases has been found to be a mistake. Children 
of consumptives, however, often show a general physical 
weakness and lack of resistance which is, in effect, pre- 
disposition to the disease. But with these, as with 
others, fresh air, light, proper nourishment and cleanli- 
mess will increase the power of tesistance so that the 
effect of the bacteria may be overcome, even If taken 
the system. 


How to Fight Tuberculosis. 


“This suggests the course which medical science is 
pointing out today to the men of capital and the mu- 
nicipalities of the civilized world. Provision should be 
made for the proper housing of the workers. I am 
almost prepared to say that it would be true economy 
for the great cities to build tenements properly located 
and full of windows, thromgh which light and air can 
pass freely. and rent them to thelr wage-earning citizens. 

“There may be some who would object to such an 
extension of the municipal ownership principle. But 
municipal ownership of waterworks is necessary, as 
they have learned to their sorrow at Mhaca. Theré. 
foul water, served through company mains, has cost 
many lives an much human suffering. 

“Consumption costs enormously more in life and suf- 
fering and money in every American city than typhoid 
fever, and the municipal ownership of  ten- 
ements is as logical as the . municipal 
ownership of waterworks. The workings of the Peabody 
fund in London may serve to show how such a plan 
would succeed, and perhaps it is along similar lines that 
the movement should be conducted. But at all events, 
the building of enough homes of perfect sanitary char- 
acter to house those who earn low wages and at rents 
which they can afford to pay, should be one of he great 
coming reforms. The plan offers an unexampled oppor- 
tunity for wealthy philanthropists if the cities wil] not 
take it up.” 

What Must Be Done Now. 


To the suggestion that preventive measures will not 
help those already aMflicted with tuberculosis, Dr. Shrady 
replied: 

“For them, either the municipalities or the wealthy 
eitizens must build special hospitals and surround them 
mith extensive grounds. There patients may take exer-

“There are a few such municipal and State hospitals 
now, but more must be established. With the great pre- 
ventive measures that I suggest accomplished, however, 
the need for hospitals and the withdrawal! from produc- 
tive activity of the patients, and the attendants and 
nurses who care for them, will gradually disappear.” 
Isolation of Consumptives Unnecessary. 

In Dr. Shrady’s judgment, the isolation of tuberculosis 
patients is not necessary or desirable, providing ordinary 
eare in methods of life is exercised, and the de- 
struction of the sputum is attended to. 

“It is as easy for those of smal!l means to care for 
their consumptives as for any one else,” said Dr. Shradf, 
“unless they are too crowded and are obliged to live 
in holes to which the light and air cannot have free 
access. There are tenements, though, in every big city 
in this country, and in many smaller ones, too, | am sorry 
to say, over the doors of which might well be in- 
scribed: ‘All ye who enter bere leave hope behind.’ 
It is the desire of the medical profession to educate the 
people, the city and the State to do away with these, 


Light as a Cure. 


“Light is one of the most remarkabie of all the reme- 
dial agents at hand for the treatment of this class of dis- 
eases. Finsen, the Scandinavian, has shown this, 
through the things he has accomplished in the treatment 
of lupus with those invisible rays which are termed 
ultra-violet. 

“Lupus is not common in America, though wel] known 
and dreaded on the other side of the Atlantic. It is a 
form of tuberculosis, not of the lungs, but of the sur- 
face, and Finsen destroys it by subjecting his patients 
to the purely chemical rays. His rays have not been 
made to penetrate deeply enough as yet, however, to be 
very efficacious in tuberculosis of the lungs. 

“Just how much progress can be made with similar 
treatments, no one knows as yet. In London and Paris, 
in Berlin and Vienna, in Copenhagen and New York, 
investigators are studying the effect of the blue light 
and the ultra-violet rays under varying circumstances. 
They are also experimenting with various lenses and 
other media through which to pass the light. 

“There have been many experiments with the X-Rays 
in fighting cancer, but these have not been successful 
except in superficial cases. Even then the rays have 
not been of much greater, if any more, benefit than the 
plan of scraping out the bed of the ulcer and using 
caustics. 

“The knife still remains the last resort for well-de- 
veloped cancer. Even it fails when the disease is of 
such long standing as to allow thorough distributidn of 
the disease through the system. 

Promising Bacteriological Researches. 

“There is promise in the immense activity now being 
displayed in bacteriological research. While it has not 
led to the discovery of remedies in a great number of 
instances, it has laid bare the causes of several disor- 
ders to which the flesh is heir. Im this way it has led 
the profession closer and closer to the plan of assisting 
nature in building up the power of resistance and the 
adoption of the simplest treatment possible. 

“le true that certain poisons (antitoxins) destruc: 
tive of the disease-producing bacteria have been dis- 
covered, but in more than one instance it has been 
found that these poisons would also kill the patient, or, 
at best, leave him much weakened. 

“It was so with formalin, in cases of blood poisoning. 
| Formalin, will indeed, destroy the microbes producing 
this disorder, but formalin’s effect upon the patient is 
stiil very questionable. 


Hope in Antitoxins. | 


“An interesting thing which medical science has dis- 
covered concern.ng bacteria, but of which the general 
public, probably, is not aware, is the fact that microbes 
do little or no harm to the human system directly. They 
come into being, live their little lives and die, nour- 
ished by the vital forces of the greater life by which they 
are surrounded, without destroying tissues or interfer- 
ing with the functions of that life. 

“But in the course of their brief activity it has been 
found that they distill deadly poisons (toxins) and these 
poisons produce the disease. From this discovery rose 
the serum treatment—the invention of the various 
antitoxins. An antitoxin, as its name indicates, is sim- 
ply an opposing poison. The antitoxins that have béen 
found so useful in the treatment of such diseases as 
diphtheria, for instance, do their work by destroying tae 
poisons which produce them. 

“Into the system of the patient the proper antitoxin 
is introduced by inoculation. As the circulation of the 
blood carries it coursing through the veins and arter- 
jes, it meets, opposes, and, if the disease has not prog- 
ressed too far, overcemes the bacterial poison, and the 
patient gets well. 

“The ecarlet fever antitoxin is the latest. It was de- 
veloped in Germany by Aronson. Baginsky gave it the 
needful tests. It seems probable that it may yet take 
its place alongside the diphtheria serum. The latter is 
regarded by a majority of the profession as almost 
a specific.

“It is so, too, with hydrophobia. As it is wise to take 
treatment at once when bitten by a dog, whether or not 
he be known to be rabid, so it is wise to take remedial 
measures without delay after such an injury as a wound 
from a rusty nail or toy pistol. «

MANY Opp Worps Usep At THE OLD ENGLUISSB 
UNIVERSITY. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] Before going to Cambridge a 
freshman has to know one or two elementary phrases 
only used at the "Varsity. For instance, he is not going 
“down” to Cambridge, but “up,” wherever he may be 
traveling from. He is never “in” Cambridge, but al- 
ways “up.” If he is leaving college for @ day or two, he 
will tell his friends that he going “down.” He is not 
asked where. One does not speak of a late member of 
the "Varsity as having “left.” He bas “gone down.” 
The Orst person you encounter op entering your rooms 
is not your landiady. She is your “bedder,” which is 
an abbreviation of “bedmaker.” In some colleges there 
are male bedmakers. These are known as “gyps.” 

The custom of abbreviating words, and adding the 
affix “er” is universal at Cambridge. One does not F 48) 
to one’s “lecture,” but one’s “lecker.” Football (Rugby 
or Association,) is, of course, as elsewhere, “footer” 
(rugger or socker.) 

The early meal is always “brekker.” But there is also 
a purely ‘Varsity meal known as “Drunch.” This takes 
place on Sunday. It Is a combination of breakfast and 
lurch, and does duty for both. It is taken after chapel, 
at about 11:30 o'clock, and men usually dispense with 
any other mea! unti! tea time. 

It is well to know that you do not “live” at Cam- 
bridge, you “keep.” You wiil be asked “where are you 
keeping?” when friends inquire your address. If inside 
your college, you tell them that you “keep in Coll.” 
You don't inquire if anyone is “dining in hall,” but 
if they will “keep a hall.” You “keep a chapel,” and 
if you attend that of King’s College, you say you are 
going to “keep a King’s.” The practice of “keeping” 
has passed all bounds among very slangy 'Varsity men. 
They do not smoke a pipe, but “keep” one. If they are 
going to @ theater, concert, or meeting, it is a case of 
“keeping.” You even “keep” all at home, or a meeting 
with your tutor. 

If you are taking the Tripos, or final examination for 
Honors Degree, you are going to “take a trip.” 

If you hear yourself referred to as “stinks man” yo 
might thing people were speaking in uncomplimentary 
terms of you. It would be well to make sure first, 
however, for what is intended ts only that you are tak- 
ing the Natural Sciences Trip@s, which is known as 
“stinks.” 

The laboratories are, of course, the “labs,” those de- 
voted to physiology ihe “phiz labs.” The dissecting rooms 
are known as the “meat shops.” Mathematics are 
“maths.” 

A man who allows himself to be suspected of too 
hard study and too little sport is known as a “smug.” 
If he locks himself into his rooms to discourage callers, 
he “sports.”

Welcoming the Baby. 


The announcement of the given name for a baby and 
the praise given the work of the midwife, on the seventh 
day from its birth, is the first ceremony in a child life. 
The second, for drinking to the future improvement 
and happiness of the child, is on either the thirty-second 
or Whirty-third day from its birth. according as the 
child is male or female. On this occasion some people 
perform a popular custom called “Miya-mairi (tempie 
ceremony.) which means the celebratin; of the god 
“Ljigami,” and peiitiona for the happy life of the in- 
fancy are made to this god in the temple built in its 
honor. Such a temple is. as any touriet knows. found 
in every province. The mother goes with her child to 
the temple, followed by the midwife and some others, 
who carry and exhibit the baby’s clothes or dolls pre- 


dolls, the image of dogs made of paper may be espe- 
cially noticed. 

The mother considers it is unhealthy to use silk 
clothes on the baby before the seventy-fifth or one bun- 
dred and twentieth day from its birth, and the donning 
of the clothes is also an occasion of much ceremony. 
About the same time, thé first eating of some kind of 
food is celebrated. Either the father or the mother 
gives it some spoonfuls of each kind of food that is ar- 
ranged on a small table called “Zen.” Everything is 
newly provided for the purpose, and the bill of fare is 
the same that has been served for years ou such occa- 
tions. 

The first wearing of the ceremonial trousers called 
“Hakama” comes on November 15, in the fourth year

Ceremonies of Maturity. 


~ According to an old custom in Japan, boys reach 
maturity at fifteen years. This is counted one of ihe 
four great ceremonies—‘maturity, marriage, funeral 
ceremony and memorial services; bence it is more 
grandly and joyfully observed than any other, except 
that of these other three. 

Next comes the marriage ceremony, in which the fol- 
lowing will be noted especially. When a girl reaches 
fifteen years of age or more, her parents seek a desir- 
able groom for her, while a boy's parents have a similar 
desire to secure a good wife for the boy when he reaches

Customarily, a feast is given by the parents of a 
child to their reiatives and friends, with different de-

parried couple may take a so-called wedding trip. 

Not long since, the people of Japan did not know the 
anniversary fest.val of married life—tin, gold wedding, 
etc.—but a few years ago, our Emperor gave us its first 
example by holding the silver wedding feast for bimself 
and the Empress. It was a grand reception, to which 
all the foreign ministers, higher officers and other dis- 
Unguished people were invited. A silver medal of de@- 
nite shape was bestowed upon each guest as @ souvenir, 
aod special postage stamps were issued. All the people 
offered their bearty congratulations, apd many grave 
valuable presents, as weil. 

Ceremonies of Advanced Age. ; 

The following ceremonies belong to the advanced ages 
of life, but comparatively few people live to celebrate 
them. 

In general, afier the people reach forty years of age, 
they hold a feast every ten years, and besides these, 
the following are observed. The first is the festival of 
the sixty-firat birthday of either husband or wife. It 
is called “Kwanreki,” which means that the person has 
returned to childhood according to a tradition of Japan. 
The relatives and friends of the person send their con- 
gratulations and presents, and they, in turn, are invited 
to the feast. A tourist in Japan would sometimes no- 
tice that some old people wear a red dress. It probably 
seemns strange to an American to learn that this dress 
signifies childhvod, and that the person of sixty or more 
years is considered a child in every respect. 

The second festival of advanced age, called “Koki-no- 
iwai,”’ is celebrated by the people who reach the seven- 
tieth birthday. This is so much esteemed by the Jap- 
anese that they have a saying that “those who enjoy the 
age of seventy are very few among them,” so they hold 
@ grand feast at which many guests are present in honor 
of the very aged person. . 

The next is that for seventy-seven years, and is called 
“Kino-ji-iwal,” meaning “the feast of joy.” because the 
combination of the Japanese numerical figures 77 forms 
the word “ki” or joy. For souvenirs, white fans, upon 
which the word “ki” is written, are distributed to each 
of the guests attending the feast. 

When poss'ble, the elghty-eighth birthday is also cele 
brated. This is called “Yone-no-ji-iwai,” which means 
the “feast of rise,” becruse the Japanese word “yone” 
or “kome,” meaning rise, is formed by combining the 
numerical figures 88. The cane is greatly esteemed by 
the Japanese, for they have a peculiar custom of honor- 
ing the old by sending a cane, which is either specially 
made with some ornament of silver, or one with the 
image of a pigeon on its top. It is said that the pigeos 
never chokes while eating, as old people sometimes do; 
this is why the cane with a pigeon on it is sent. The Em- 
peror sometimes honors a person of eighty or more by 
sending him a cup, cahe, roll of silk or other article 
Among nobility and scholars, these festival days are 
spent making poems, or in some such intellectual way. 
There is another custom that is called “Shyoshi-kwai,” 
the meeting of the old people of sixty or seventy years 
of age. Seven ts the limited number of members, but 
younger persons are admitted as associates. They ep- 
joy several kinds of games, music, poem-making of 
other literary test. This custom is found also in Chisa, 
it is said. 


The Unlucky Ages. 


The idea prevails among some Americans that thir 
teen in number at a dinner table should be avoided. About 
the same deg-ee of superstition is found among somé 
Japanese. They believe that unlucky events are likcly 
to occur at the ages of twenty-five and forty-two for a 
man, and at nineteen and thirty-three for a2 woman, 
Not only do they believe it, but unfortunately have had 
many experiences which prove it. Therefore they take 
a great precaution in every act at those ages, intending 
to get rid of any evil which may be ir pending. 

Some even hold a festival on the first day of February 
of each of their unlucky years, hoping to get rid of the 
darger. 

Relatives and friends in attendance at the feast are all 
asked to pray for the happy life of the individual. 
Shinto or Buddhist priests are sometimes called in to 
pray. and they give some written charm by the name 
of “O-fuda”’ or O-mamori.” 

Until late years, there were professionals who claimed 
to reacue the people from bad events. The people isa 
danger also tried to save themselves, by losing some- 
thing purposely at the crossing of roads. These ideas 
are unreasonable, as you know; hence are not practiced 
seriously at present. 

In conclusion, I would say that many changes have 
occurred in the history of these ceremonies, and at pres- 
ent the observances may be said to be in a period of 
transition. 

Many of the old customs are being abandoned, and 
bv degrees the new ones of the Occident are taking their 
places.

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Wildwoods in March. 


FLOWERS AND SHRUBS OF THE COAST 
AND THEIR HOMES.

N WESTERN wildwoods, the month of March is a 

gay. blissfully busy time. All greenery world is 

a-thrill with springtime gladness, and sweet with 
bloomy fragrance. Though the blossoming season comes 
earlier in the soutbern seciions than in rainy Hum- 
boldt and the Sierras, yet everywhere, from the warm 
gea sands, Lroidered with magenta verbenas, and the 
plains, pink with alfilaria, to the cafions and up the 
shrub tops, up the hills, up the mountains, up to the 
tops of the sequoias where inaumerable bloom-workers 
make a vast army that covers the forest reaches with 
gold dust for rmiles—everywhere in California there is 


something in bloom. 

The grass, which always follows the autumn rains, 
is now knee deep, and beamy with strawberry blooms; 
the lane fences and brush heaps are festooned with 
starry rarlands of the wild blackberry, and the road- 
sides and swampy places are decorsted with patches 
of suncups—the lowly plant of all plants, whose primly- 
set foliage, stitched flat to the ground and glittering 
with gold sequins, best imitates a green and yellow 
ribbon rosette. In fields, on hillsides and through 
guiches, there are flowers that are well known “in the 
East.” mingled with others whose habitat is the land 
of the setting sun. 

March is the month of violets! And one of our earli- 
est, most welcome flowers is the wild yellow violet or 
pansy; prized not for great size or for dazzling gold, 
like the poppy, but for its fragrant, tawny yellow-and- 
brown little face. It is a modest plant, but quite dar- 
ing: and though seeming to prefer fence corners and 
eecluded nooks, often creeps close to man’s guarded 
realm—the city. 

The searcher for spring treasures can find it within 
a few miles of Los Angeles along the car line running 
to Santa Monica. There clumps dot the fields, and 
though menaced on one hand by the line’s track walker, 
and on the other by the farmer's plow, the Uny yellow 


ai heads bob about with roguish defiance as the cars swish 


past them. Upon the hillsides behind Hollywood the 
violet spreads into great colonies, swaying in sweet 
abandonment in the sea winds, but in quiet days the 
dusky folk stand erect, still and solemn, qualintiy re- 
minding one of the traditional scene of the Indian 
standing on the hills sadly looking down, watching the 
oncoming of civilization. 

In partly-shaded cafions, and in moist upland fields, 
not far from the violet, we shall find the maidenhair 
fern. It is rapidly unfolding delicate green sprays, 
lifting them through and above crumpled brown heaps 
of dead fronds, the growth of last year. It comes early 
and matures by midsummer, when it curls down to 
sleep till next spring. This, too, is the haunt of the 
dainty bird's-foot fern. 

The blind ferns and goldbacks, which roll up in sum- 
mer till they look like the resurrection plant curio seen 
in shop windows, awaken with the winter rains. Now, 
lustily clinging to rocky steeps or hugging the read- 
sides so closely they barely escape the whee] track, these 
ferns are weaving triangles of gold, brown and green 
into exquisite mosaics. 

The woodwardia is a royal fern, a lover of water- 
Ways in shady places, and widely distributed, but at- 
tains greatest luxuriance in the redwood forests of 
the Coast Range. It is an evergreen fern, and reaches 
the splendors of maturity in autmun; but we must go 
down to the “crick” to take a peep at it, just for the 
pleasure of seeing its new growths. These yet-to- 
be five to twelve feet fronds are only cords now. but 
so promisingly plump! rolled in perfect coils which 
@re surely upcuriing, warmly wrapped in the richest of 
jong, brown furze. 

It has many bloomy neighbors—wake-robins. tooth- 
worts, adder’s tongue, false Solomon's seal, fawn lilies. 
wood anemones; besides buddifig herbs and scores of 
mosses, selagenilias, fungi and lichens that are chil- 
dren of the rains. There are other ferns, too, cliff 
bracken, rock brake, lace fern and five-fingers—adiantum 
pedantum, great walls of them, with thickets of salal 
and hedges of huckleberry greenery. 

The pungent spikenard is pushing its thick stalk up 
through the soft, leaf-carpeted mould like some giant 
asparagus. Later it will expand an airy treelike leafage 


sprinkled with knots of small white flowers. Spikenard 


roots, steeped in syrup or pickled in gin, are used 
@s a remedy for colds and coughs. The sweet heart- 
leafed colt's foot creeping around it is used in the 
@ame way also. 

The yerba buena is sending out tiny tendrr shoots 
of apicy green, the good herb of the early Spanish: 
valued by the Indian, also, for he rubbed it upon his 
bows to prevent the deer from scenting the hunter 
as he hid near salt licks. 

One of the most attractive of smal) plants found on 
bosses around springs and in barren, rocky spots of 
the Coast Range is the wild “beefsteak geranium,” or 
alum root.

very early; but the leaves are beautiful, being slightly 
hairy, the green more or less gay at all times with 


vines in blossom, a lavender and rose climbing variety 
/and a pink and orange sort; there are also yellow mon- 
key flowers, compass plants, tall lupines, pink shoot- 

ing stars, or cyclamen, blue and white iris; and hiding 
| im the forest edge is the Indian warrior in battle-time 
scarlet. 
| Drifting down from overhead and minglinig with the 
mild odors of these blooms comes a rich perfume from 
blossoming trees, mostly from the madrofa. It has 
smooth, shining red bark which annually curis off in 
thin flakes sometimes «ix or eight Inches broad. The 
leaves are glossy green and the flowers are small, 
waxen white and exhale a peculiarly active fragrance. 
At Christmas time there will be great pendant clus- 
ters of red berries where now hang blossoms, and these, 
with the magnolia-like follage, make very desirable 
holiday decorations. Madrofia timber makes very good 
firewood, burning much like oak wood. 

The madrofia has a cousin happy-go-lucky—the man- 
zanita; and of all things it surely deserves the title. 
Caring naught for heavy rains and scoffing at continued 
droughts, it wanders through rich cafions—if it is al- 
lowed there—and up barren, hot, shale-rock hillsides, 
thriving and multiplying, tossing down showers of 
waxen, pink-tinted fairy bells even as early as De- 
cember. After ceasing to bloom it sends out new shoots 
of the most intensely vivid scarlet crimson; tjen loads 
its branches through midsummer with plumply-rounded 
fruit. 

The manzanita is valued because its leaves have ¢s- 
tablished a place as a remedy for catarrh, and for 
dysentery: its fantastically crooked branches make all 
sorts of “curly-cue” souvenirs; its roots likewise. It 
makes excellent hard wood, and for *» slow, steady fire 
of a winter's evening there is al, a load of man- 
zanita roots handy. 

It is hated because its sturdy greenery makes thick- 
ets that are almost impenetrable, too tall to see over 
and not strong enough to climb—very nice hiding places 
for truant cows, calves and goats; and a safe covert 
for quail, and also for the alert, nimble deer, of which 
a disgusted farmer said, “they was made for exactly 
nothing but to eat up everything .in sight on the 
place and then get shot.” — 

There are severa! sorts of manzanita and correspond- 
ing differences in the size of the fruits; and they bear 
untold bushels of “apples,” which are rather tart, and 
quite powdery when ripe. A second grade of jelly and 
of sugar can be made of them; but the Indian, in days 
long agone, made XXX fermented cider from them. His 
wife ground them into a meal and made a porridge in 
a now almost priceless cooking basket, and authorities 
say the mush was eaten with the brushy koob of a 
deer'’s tall. 

When the family tired of mush three times a day, 
Mrs. Indian made hot biscuits of puckery acorns, and 
, then, being too busy weaving baskets to vary the diet 
| with one or more of the seventy other vegetable foods 
of the California Indian, or possibly not having on band 
a sufficient supply of whalebone pepsin, she was obligeu 
to call in the family mow-we-na He peeled off a bit 
of bark from a shrub found almost everywhere along 
the Coast, and gave them—Cascara sagrada. 

It is a shrub that grows much larger in the northern 
counties, ranging, as it climbs the map, from four feet 
up to fine trees fifteen or more feet high. Its leaves 
are oblong and leathery, and in March are mingled with 
flowers and later red and green berries. Sacred bark, 

using its common iocal name, is gathered every year 
| and shipped away in tons; one settlement alone gather- 


ing a crop selling for $1500. 

| California has many early-blooming shrubs, and one 
of the most liberal of flower bearers among them is the 
lilac. The ceanothi ls a numerous family, wandering 
far and wide, evergreens, deciduous, tall, short, with 
clean foliage and multitudes of small, very fragrant 
flowers arranged in plumes of white, sky blue and pur- 
ple. decking the wildwoods with clouds of color. The 
lilac has medicinal virtues, its berries are food for the 
quail, its wood makes a fierce heat, and its lovely flow- 
ers may be used as a substitute for soap. 

The laurel or bay tree is another agreeable Pacific 
Coast green brother. It is symmetrical, stately, tidy; 
its lecpes are long, narrow and pointed; its flowers ar- 
rive very early and are quite fragrant. The leaves are 
exceedingly aromatic, and are the source of a bay rum. 
They are used by fishermen, too, in packing fish; and a 
shred of bay leaf will give delicious flavor to blanch 
mange. The wood is used almost entirely for making 
fine furniture. 

Many wildling beauties there are which we welcome 
as simply spring flowers and pass on; others there are 
which, once seen in their prime, will so impress the be- 
holder by their imperial splendor that even the mention 
of them later will bring up thrills of delightful remem- 
brance, mingled with hopes for future joys; and we may 
well count the wild flowering currant one of these. 

We must hasten to find even a shred of scrappy, lin- 
gering bicom even far up the cafions and in moist 
giades; for earliest February brings its rose-pink robe. 
The berries of the currant,-ribes glutinosum—are not at 
all delectable, but who cares! It has such an abun- 
dance of flowers, and every thread of its crinkling bark 
is sweet smelling. and the foliage gatbers grand autumn 
tints for going away.

There i$ DO book issued bearing on the animals of this 
section, so a brief description of the principal charac- 
teristics of each of these three may not comé amiss. 
First: The Mule Deer, largest: of the three and most 
coarsely built. The color is a dark gray, amounting al- 
most to a blue at some seasons. The male only has 
antlers and these are less graceful and more heavy than 
those of either of the other two. Immense ears distin- 
guish this species and give it its common name. These 
ears are covered with long and coarse hair instead of 
the short velvety pelage common to most other deer. 
The tail is short, round and of a whitish color, while 
the limbs and body in general do not present the grace- 
ful outline common to the other members of the deer 
tribe. Oddly enough, it was first called “Mule” Deer 
by Lewis and Ciark who first saw it on the Missourtl 
River in 1804, In some regions, where the true Black- 
tailed Deer is not known, the Mule Deer is called by 
that name, but the difference in the two species is quite 
generally recognized by Los: Angeles county hunters. 
They are among the most wary of all the deer, unless 
it be the Wapiti, and call for considerable ski!] in hunt- 
ing. As a rule this deer is not a fast runner. as it has 
a peculiar bounding lope which retards it very greatly

Second: The Black-tailed Deer. For this species we 


are aiso indebted to the Lewis and Clark Expedition, 
which found it “near the mouth of the Columbia River 
in 1805." This is strictly a Pacific Coast species, never 
being found east of the Sierras nor south of the Mex- 
lean line. It is smaller than the Mule Deer and its legs 
and body are considerably shorter than those of either 
of the other two. The color of the body is a tawny 
gray, shading into lighter beneath. The outer surface

of the tail is of a dull black, shading into white beneath 
and into the general color of the body above. The legs 
are dark and the fait is the same awkward bounding 
gallop as that of the Mule Deer with which it associates 
freely in its range within this county. Lewis and Clark 
say of this species: “This, like all those we have seen 
on this Coast, are much darker than those of our com- 
mon deer. Their bodies, too, are deeper, their legs 
shorter, and their eyes larger. The branches of the 
horns are similar, but the upper part of the tail is black 
from the root to the end, and they do not leap, but jump 
like a sheep frightened.” Without doyodt both the Mule 
Deer and this species were once very abundant through- 
out the valleys and foothills of this county but that day 
is long past, never to return. The Mule Deer, bowever, 
seems to be in no immediate danger of extinction, espe- 
cially as the season for shooting them comes at a time 
when the climate and their food supply compels them 
to spread over a large area of ground. The young are

Browns DEXCENDED FROM A “WortTiY” 


By a Special Contributor. 
HE Brown family traces its lineage to Christopher 
Brown of Hawkedom, Sulfolk county, England, and 
through him to the ancient family of the borough of 
Stamford in Lincolnshire, which was the seat of the 
Brown family for 400 years and more. 

The oldest son of Christopher Brown, for services ren- 
dered to the King, could appear wiih his head covered 
in presence of the King, his heirs’and suecessors, and of 
all great men, lords spiritual and temporal, and al! 
other persons whomsover of the kingdom. He ranked 
as one of the “worthies” of England. 

One of the principal ornaments of Stamford is All 
Saints’ Church. This was built by John Brown, wo, 
with his wife, is buried there A steeple was added to 
the church by their son William. A brass plate com- 
memorates the fact and records that William Brown 
was a merchant of a “very wonderful richness.” He 
was also Alderman, Sheriff and the founder of a hospital 
bearing the name. This was built in 1493 and liberally 
endowed by the founder. It is still flourishing, and in 
the chapel may be seen the marble figures of William 
Brown and his wife, he in a long gown and she in ele- 
gantly flowing robes, with a Jog at ber feet. 

A certain Capt. Pelig Brown married Mercy Den- 
nison, whose father, Capt. George Dennison, was 
wounded at the battle of Nasety. He was carried into 
the castle of Bowadil where, in true romantic, medieval 
fashion, being nursed by the daughter and helress of the 
house, Anne, he loved aud married her. Her dowry 
Was as many pounds in gold as her weight, which was 
ninety. 

Among early settlers in America of the Brown family

was John Brown of Hawkedom, a descendant of Christo- 
pher Brown, who was born about 1601. He arrived io 
the Lion, in 1632. and settled in Watertown, Ct. Thomas 
Brown and his brother, Rev. Edmund Brown, were born 
in Bury street, Edmunds, Suffolk, England. They came 
to New England in 1637, and were among the original 
proprietors of Sudbury, Mass., to which they gave its 
name. “The name, ordered Dy the court, is that of an 
old English town in the county of Suffolk, pear the 
parish of Bury St. Edmunds.” 

Edmund Brown was the first minister of the church 
of New Englaad, Sudbury, an! one of the most distin- 
guished clergymen of the time. He had a large library 
for those times, numbering 180 volumes. He owned

manors in Sussex. Sir Anthony died in 1568. He left 
a son, also Sir Anthony, who was created Viscount Mon- 
tague, whose first wife was Jane, daughter of the Ear! 
of Sussex. His second wife was Margaret, daughter of 
Lord Dacre. No heirs to the property can be traced in 
England. The property, therefore, belongs to the de- 
scendants of the younger brothers of Sir Anthony, Wil- 
liam aud George Brown, who came tc this country. A 
Brown association was formed in this country a few 
years ago for the purpose of looking into this matter, 
and church records in London, Midhurst, Ripley and 
Lancashire have been examined. It is also necessary to 
to look up all wills in the name of Brown from 1550 to 
1750. 

As to the spelling of the name,sin most early records 
it was spelled with a final “e;" but that has since been 
dropped by nearly all who bear the name.

FISH FOR LENTEN FARE. 


How TO PREPARE SAVORY AND HEALTHFUL 
DisHEs FOR THE SEASON. 


By a Special Con ritutcr. 

With mid-Lent comes the ever-recurring problem 
of making the fish diet palatable and varied. By this 
time, the average housekeeper has exhausted her receipts 
for Lenten fare, and welcomes any combination which 
bears the stamp of novelty. 

Cheese can be added to many fish dishes with excel- 
lent results, not only because it improves the flavor, but 


To avoid any unpleasant after effects, in using cheese 
for any receipt add a pinch of carbonate of potash. This 
is as simple as bi-carbonate of soda and absolutely taste- 
less. None but fish with a white flesh sould be com- 
bined with cheese. If a lettuce salad is served wit) this 
dish, the combination will contain potash salts aud the 
bi-carbonate may be omitted.

Roned Smelts.—Epicures declare in favor of the large 
emelts, as the Sesh is Grmer than that of the smaller 
sort.

Pour a little of the butter 
over them when serving. If it has all cooked away, 
brown a little more and add quickly while the fish are 
sill hot. Serve very bot, in a nest of parsley. Smelts 
prepared after this receipt have a “snap” peculiarly 
their own. Some cooks broil the smeits Grst and pour 
melted butter over them afterward. Either way brings 
good results, 


Filleted Flounders.—If properly prepared, these can 
hardly be distinguished from the English sole, famous 
on both sides of the water. They average about a pound 
and a half each, and one fish will yield three nice fillets. 
The butcher wi!!l do the boning without extra charge. 
Fach fillet is dried. rolled in a beaten egg, then in silted 
crumbs, then beck into egg, with a final dip into the 
crumbs, after which they are dropped into boiling fat 
and cooked like croquettes. A better way is to have 
one of the wire baskets made for this purpose, dipping 
it into the boiling fat, so that the fillets will not break.

Oyster Fritters.—These are the old-fashioned sort. for 
which Delmonico was famous in his early days. Choose 
plump oysters and drain. Heat to the boiling point one 
cup of juice and one cup of milk to avoid curdling, and 
stir together. When this has cooled, add four well- 
beaten eggs and salt to taste. Sift into this about one- 
half pint of flour and a teaspoonful of baking powder. 
The batter should be of the consistency of griddle cake 
batter. Envelop each oyster in a deep spoonful of bat- 
ter, and cook iv mixed bolling butter and lard, ladling 
the boiling fat over as if frying an egg. The oyster 
will puff up and quickly become brown. Serve at once 
on hot plates with bits of lemon. The oysters may be 
cooked in deep lard, like croquettes, but the use of lard 
and butter in a shallow pan follows the original receipt.

Hedge roses should be planted not later than the 
first of April to get the best results in Southern Calli- 
fornia. Two-year-old plants should be used, as not 
only is the slight additional expense of first cost justi- 
fled by the increased size, but gaps and uneven growth 


ai likely. They should be placed not less 
than ..... .- ten feet apart to achieve the best results. 
Amateurs are apt to err in this regard in their eager- 
ness to see a completed hedge, often planting their roses 
five feet or less apart, the result being an unwhole- 
some crowding in later years, and insufficient room for 
root growth. All climbing roses send out long runners, 
and if the plants are ten feet apart this only means a 
five-foot runner. which is not the least unlikely to be 
secured in the first season, under reasonable conditions, 
For the best results im rose hedges, ‘then, “Don't 
crowd!”

How Long Have You to Live? 


T THE request of The Times, a_ilife-insurance 
A man has furnished a copy of the following table, 

which isthe American insurance table of morta'- 
ity, that is to say, according to estimates, based on a 
very large number of cases of how long a person at a 
certain age may expect to live Of course, this is only 
the rule, to wh'ch there are numeroys exceptions. If 
you “go it blind” and follow the cocktail route—other- 
wise the “broad path that leadeth unto destruction”— 
you may not expect to reach these limits. Whereas, if 
you take good care of yourself, and read regularly the 
“Care of the Body” department of The Times, you may 
have a chance of fooling the experts, by largely exceed- 
ing the length of time which they allot to you.

When you 
told me that you were now “riding in the cold water 
wagon” I was very glad, and took it as a good example 
for all of our age to follow. 

If you and I are going to accomplish what we alm at 
we must from now on eat and drink to live, and not 
eat and drink for the pleasure there is in eating and 
drinking; consequently, our cordials and cocktails must 
be of milk, and our extra dry of the apollinaris brand.

- Favorable climate and economical 
maintenance is needed by the many unfortunates drawn 
here by mistaken ideas prevailing in the Fast about the 
coest climate. I live in a tent, work out doors, eat 
with the well and sick and feel better than at a fasIt- 
jonable botel. We use such fixed precautions about 
dishes, expectorating and disinfection that no danger fs 
incurred.

Climate for Corsemptives. 


H. HOLABIRD writes as follows: 

- The popular belief (which is unquestionably 
founded upon fact) is that California is a health re- 
sort for “all the ills that flesh is heir to.” 

Yet many who come to the State with weak, diseased 
bodies fail to find the health they seek, become home- 
sick and either die here or with a broken spirit and a 
body more enfeebled than when they left their Haat- 
ern home, make the wearisome, beart-broken journey 
back East--to die This is not because there is no balm 
in California air, no bealing in ber sunshine, but rather 
because the sick one did not promptly beed the frs* 
warning, and whem beeded did not seek the proper lo- 
cality. 

Los Angeles, San Diego, Santa Barbara and the many 
towns of lesser note in Southern California are not the 
proper places for persons afflicted with tuberculosis. 
The great majority who come to these places afflicted 
with this dread disease, secure most unsanitary quar- 
ters—too little artificial heat, too little sunshine and 
too little dry, pure air. This is largely due to the 
expense of living. It were better not to have oome al 
all than to go into a cold, damp room tn Las Angeles 
and subsist upon a diet entircly lacking ip the nourish- 
ment the body needs. 

Then, a sojourn of one to three months wil! do little 
good to a case of developed tuberculosis. If life is worth 
anything, come to stay. Get occunied with something 
in the proper locality and stay until you can-see your 
shadow, at least. This leads to the uaming of a place— 
or places. In winter, the desert east and south of Los 
Anceles is the best location, and as every desert rail- 
road s‘ation is not fitted with hotels or habitation even. 
the writer can only suggest two places, namely: Indio 
and vicinity or Imperiai and vicinity. Both these 
places are on the Southern Pacific Railway, in what is 
known as the Colorado Desert. No atmosphere is drier 
or purer. The soil is fertile and productive; the lands 
are reasonable In price and you can live in a well-made 
and well-pitched tent with safety and comfort. The 
writer lived tn a tent with his damily of five persons an 
entire year when he first came to San Diego county. 

Another healthful valley where the rainfall rarely 
exceeds three inches is Owens River Valley, on the 
eagt side of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 

It is doubtful if there is a place im the United States 
better adapted to the killing of tuberculosis than the 
dry air of Owens River Valley. This valley is about 100 
miles long and three to miles wide. 
The grandest mountains in America flank 
it on elther side—clear brooks of pure mountain water 
flow from perennial snows into the valley. Its fruitful 
lands are cheap. An excellent people inhabit it. They 
have frosty weather in winter. It is about 3500 feet 
above sea level and the summers are perfect. Any rail- 
road ascent can ticket you to Bishop or Independence 
via Ogden and Reno. Either of the three places I have 
named are better than any cemetery, no matter how 


pluck, at least a few hundred dollars after you get here, 
and remember God helps those who help themselves.

Lake 
Xochimiles, absolutely clear water wells up from the 
bottom, forming the famous “ojos de agua,” Or springs, 
which are thirty to forty and more feet<in depth, 
Much of Lake Xochimiloo, perhaps half of its face, ts 
filled with the celebrated chinampas or “ ng *ar- 
dens.”’. These comprise hundreds of isla surrounued 
by wide and narrow canals, with a large stretch of 
water here and there. The origin of these islands are 
floating masses of entangled peat, rushes, moss and 
Kress which are caught, combined and anchored by

A Cavern in the Prairies. 


T A SPOT eleven miles southeast of this place, in the 

level prairie upland, is an opening about forty feet 
in diameter and sixty feet in depth. By clinging to its 
rocky and precipitous walls a person may descend to 
the bottom and there find the openings to the two caves, 
one leading westward and the other to the east. For 
years this cave has been known as Rock Prairie Cave 
It is one of the most striking natural curiosiites in the 
Chickasaw nation.

About 100 feet 
below the bridge the stream widens into a broad, deep 
pool. with a high vaulted roof. Beautiful stalagmites 
and stalactities adorn the chamber. Two hundred feet 
below this pool the passage is difficult. It is claimed 
that this cave has been explored for a mile. 

The stream is believed to find its outlet at a spring 
about three miles from the entrance to the cave. The 
spring is of great size and volume and flows with re- 
markable swiftness. Im the rainy season this spring 
boils and gushes as if choked with the flood of waier 
that pours from its mouth. The stream in Rock Prairie 
Cave rises when there is a heavy rainfall in the sur- 
rounding country, and the increased flow of both spring 
and stream at such times is taken as evidence that they

Curing Chile Peppers. 
3 HE Anaheim Gazette has the following regarding a 
new enterprise at Tustin: 

“Not until recently has an effort been made to cure 
the Chile pepper, perhaps because its nutritious q.alltics 
have been but little understood and provabiy alko bo 
cause it ls quite a complicated process. 

“Tie pepper is of a scarlet hue, a full-crown on2 meas- 
ures from six to eight inches in length and it grows on 
a plant about two and one-half feet high. The scent of 
the fresh pepper is said to be very healthful. 

“In the early autumn a pepper field furnishes. p!casant 
out-of-coor work for a group of young women and boys 
who strip the plants of their red pods and pile them in 
huge Laskets, which are then carted to the factory which 
is located at Tustin. This factory, the property of C. E. 
Utt, is the next largest in the State and is operated in a 
warehouse on the corner of Maine and Hote! streets. 
Mr. Utt is a man of many enterprises and shrewdly 
chose this building for his pepper business that he wight 
utilize the engine belonging to the water works next 
door, which is also under bis direction, as a means of 
fanning the hot air, produced by the furnace, through tie 
peppers. 

“The pepper pickers string the peppers in bunches ten 
feet long then join the ends in a hard knot, making a 
double-row bunch five feet long. 

“These strings are suspended from nails in the cellinz 
of the evaporating room and the “horses” or sliding 
frames containing trays of loose pods are pushe! into 
the area heated by the hot air which describes a circle, 
being fanned by the mili fresh from the engine iat the 
evaporating room then, as it cools, it ts sent back 
through pipes im the loft above. A steady heat of 130 
degrees is maintained for nine days, at the end of which. 
time the pods are limp and pliable but when the room 
is allowed to cool they resume their former degree of 
toughneas. 

“After the evaporating process is completed the pods 
are sorted. In this business there is no waste, as refuse 
pods make excellent chicken feed when ground to bits. 
The good ones are packed in sacks holding about sixty 
pounds and taken to the station from which they are 
shipped to the neighboring cities, the greatest quantity 
going to Los Angeles. As yet no shipments have been 
sent East for all raised here are consumed by Soutiucra 
California as a favorite vegetable for soups, stews, eic., 
and many eat them raw. In the handling of the pepp rs 
Mr. Utt is as particular as if they were the most dainty 
of delicacies and could not be wasied.”

Mines and Prospects. 

ROF. W. L. WATTS of Los Angeles, for thirteen 
years assistant in the field to the California Siate 
Mining Bureau, now engaged in private work, has issacd 
a circular entitled “Some Data Requisite for Mining Re 
ports,” from which the following is an extract. It will 
interest those who are enga in developing mining 
claims in this section: 

“The first thing to be considered about a mining prop- 
Is it a mine or a prospect? 
lis it one from which ore can be profitably extracted? 
iif not a paying mine, al! suggestions as to its being 
made to pay by further development should be carefully 
scrutinized. If it is a prospect, it must be borne in mind 
that its value is prospective, and tbat such value is 
very much less than that of a mine in which the di- 
mensions of a remunerative ore body have been ascer- 
tained. As far as circumsiances will permit, a report on 
a mine should cover the following points: The topo- 
graphical and geological features of the mine and the 
district in which it is situated, and the character of the 
mineral deposit, both with regard to its structure and 
composition. The report should be accompanied by 
maps, cross-sections and photographs, showing the di- 
mensions of the property, the topography, . work!ngs 
above and under ground, the etructure, and the known 
and probable exient of the ore body. Average samples 
of the ore body and of the different materials compos- 
ing the ore body should be taken in a sufficient number 
of places and carefully assayed. If the ore is frec-mi!!- 
ing, the relative value of the free gold and sulphurets 
should be given. In the case of other ores, there should 
be an analysis showing the composition of the ore. and 
the metallurgical process most suitable for treating it 
should be designated. Im the case of smelting ores the 
question of fluxes must also be dealt with, and not only 
the analysis of the ores, but also of available deposits 
of limestone and iron, must be given. The cost of labor. 
fuel and transportation, the supply of water and timber 
and the climatic conditions must be gone into. More- 
over, the probable output of ore and the cost of mining

history of the mine and the title should be carefully 
considered, and the record of mines should receive atten- 
tion which are situated on the same lead as the mine 
under Investigation, or neur by, and in a similar for- 
mation to the mine reported on. In cases where the lim- 
lted amount of development entitles a proposition to be 
classed only az a prospect, as many as possibie of the 
points mentioned should be dealth with and especial re- 
gard should be paid to geological detalis. It is often 
expedient to make a preliminary reconnolssance of 
mining property before examiring it in detail: but it 
is unwise to invest in a mine without an extensive ex- 
amination of the same, and, if practicable, havia< a mill 
test made on a large quantity of-the ore. In the cace of 
placer mines, a contour map of the territory should be 
made and the probable course of the channel or chan- 
ne's should be delineated. Welis should be sunk to bed- 
rock, and sufficiently close tozether to demonsirate the 
general character of the gravel. Most of the wells may 
be drilled; but some of them must be dug, in order that 
the character of the bedrock may be ascertaiac!. The 
materia] taken fram the wells should be carefully 
washed, each sample speaking for three fect In depth: 
all changes ip the character of the material should be 
carefully noted, and different materials should be washed 
separately. Results should be given in values p¢r euble 
yard; the availabe water supply at different scasons of 
the year; the heads that can be obtained; full informa- 
tion concerning dumpage, existing ditches and flumes, 
and the possibility and eost of making others sitould 
be clearly sct furth.” ‘

More than fifty colonies of scutellista bave been lib- 
erated in Southern California. In one of them a third 
generation has been produced and now dozens of scales 
may be found on one branch, each containing a larva 
of the scutellista. Other colonies as carefully examined 
fail to show one living specimen of the parasite. Thus 
the orchardists are up before a waiting proposition 
again with better prospects, but few results. There are 
literally millions in this to the fruit growers of the south 
if their hopes are not quenched by the usual failure of 
black scale parasites. One fact remains, however, be- 
yond doubt. Southern California can fubnish food for 
a line of scutellista cages reaching clear around San 
Francisco Bay and then not miss the biack scale required 
in the northern breeding activilies. Meantime, the good 
work of extermination should continue along the old 
lines, as long at least as one search after anotoer for the 
African fly continues fruitless.

Curing Citron of Commerce. 


— -— 


N inquiry has been received regarding the curing of 
pth rind of the lemon citron, the answer to which 
may be of interest to those experimenting with this 
fruit. Before assuming a yellow color the citrons are 
picked and placed in a cask filled with brine, The liquid 
is renewed several times during the month the fruit is 
immersed. Wen ready for preserving the citrons are re- 
moved amd bollied in fresh water till they are softened. 
They are then cut in halves, the pulp is removed and 
the fruit is again immersed in cold water until it be- 
comes of greenish color. After this process it is placed 
in earthern jars covered with hot syrup and allowed to 
stand thus for two or three weeks. The final process 
requires the fruit to be bolled with crystallized sugar as 
long as it will absorb the sweetening, when it is in the 
candied form of commercial use. 

It would be foliy to induce California growers to 
raise the citron for Eastern markets, but there are aj| 
few growers supplying the home demand at a _ profit. 
There is no duty upon prepared citron, and it is im- 
ported in brine {rom Corsica, landed in New York for 
four cents a pound. The Corsicana are said to lose 
money at tliat, but as only four or five firms in this 
country are engaged in manufacturing candied citron 
from the imported article, we must not take their state- 
ment on this point as conclusive. One Los Angeles 
firm is engaged in preparing the citron for its own con- 
fections and there may be a fair future for the trade 
at home rather than import the article from Italy and 
bring it across the continent for use. The tree is tender 
and rather difficult of cultivation, but the yield is enor- 
mous. Specimens are grown fifteen itches long, the 
plant and fruit being necessarily supported by trellis. 
Do not start a citron farm without due investigation 
of the business. 


Fumigating by Wholesale. 


HE Times acknowledges the receipt of the biennial 

report of the Cahuenga Valley Lemon Exchange, 
1901-2. From ‘ts pages some valuable information may 
be given to the fruit growers of Southern California, as 
they show that where lemons are grown successfully 
disinfection from insect pests must be followed closely. 
During the last Uhree years 49.915 lemon trees have been 
fumigated, at a cost of $9303, or a little less than 18 
cents per tree. The Exchange owffs its own fumigat- 
ing outfit, having lately purchased twenty-five new tents 
at an expense of $500. The operations of this outfit of 
tents has been So successful that the tents have cost 
only $100 net and are worth many times that amount. 

The actual cost of handling the lemons during the 
last two years was 43 cents per hundred pounds. Fruit 
cured and packed ready for market cost 41 cents per 
box. Beginning in 1897 with only eight carloads of 
lemons, in five years the output had increased to 161 
carloads, last season's crop falling twenty carloads be-

LIVE STOCK. 
Old or New Oats and Hay. 


EVERAL correspondents have of. late inquired why 

it is that veterinarians and successful horsemen gen- 
erally advocate the use of old oats and hay for horses at 
this time of the year. One inquirer, for instance, states 
that “it is well known that there is more nourish- 
ment in new oats and new hay than in old” and that 
it seems to him “the sheerest folly not to take advantage 
of that fact.” We are not so certain that this is a fact. 
after all. Indeed, we are inclined to think that the state- 
ment quoted is not true. In any case, taking up the hay 
first, there are thousands of eggs of insects and para- 
sites still alive on the stems and leaves of new hay 
that when taken into the stomach of the horse develop 
and cause trouble of many sorts. Then new hay just 
made must go through a variety of sweating and fer- 
menting processes and surely no one will maintain 
in the face of what is generally known that such 
changes in food composition can be good for the di- 
gestion of any animal. In the case of new oats the 
sweating process cuts a most important figure, and the 
amount of water that is in the grain when new 
carries no nutriment with it at all. The sweating and 
subsequent drying of grain takes from it much that is 
injurious to the equine stomach, and what is more the 
food substances in all grain are in a more highly con- 
centrated form owing to the absence of water. Many 
of the most valuable horses on earth never get a bite 
either of new hay or oats and among those are the 
horses that are required to race, to make their suprem- 
est efforts week after week. With regard to other grains 
such as rye and barley and wheat, barley alone can be 
considered as at all a desirable horse food. Rye and 
wheat. have been fed with a measure of success. more 
especially with the latter, as exploited in this journal by 
Prof. Henry and others, but they are dangerous for 
the novice to try. Some rye is better than no grain at 
al] for horses, it is true, but it will prove costly proven- 
der if it is not fed with the utmost caution in its new 
State. Too much caution can hardly be exercised in 
changing from the old to the new crop, and in the case 
of both hay and oats it is always well to make the 
transition as gradual as possible by mixing the old 
with the new and gradually increasing the proportions of 
the new from time to time until the horses have be- 
come thorough!y accustomed to it.—[Breeders’ Gazette. 


Argora Wool. 


EORGE F. THOMPSON, United States Department 

of Agriculture: The word industry is very elastic, 
and it may be necessary for one to explain what he 
means when he uses the word. With reference to the 
Angora-goat industry, | know that the industry failed 
when goats were first introduced, principally because 
there was no machinery in this country which could 
manipulate the mohair. I readily acknowledge that pre- 
vious to three or four years ago there were large and 
increasing flocks of Angora goats in the Siate which 
you namein your article; but I also am aware of the 
fact that the mohair which the great majority of these 
animals was producing was of a very low grade, and 
many times sold at a price which was below its cost, 
notwithstanding the cheapness of its production. There 
was very little good mohair produced until within the 
last few years, and the freight rates were so great as 
to almost exclude it from the markets. 
Two years ago, af Kansas City, I met some of the 
most extensive breeders of Angora goats in the United 
States, who actually did not know that kemp was a 
deleterious feature of mohair. They did know t>at the 
manufacturers objected to it, but considered this objec- 
tion a whim. They were breeding for goats with long 
hair and muco of it, giving very little attention to fine- 
ness and freedom from kemp. As! said in my remarks 
4t Kansas City last October, these people bad learned 
very important lessons, and this resulted in goats bet- 
ter covered with long and fine hair and a very great 
diminution in the percentage of kemp. The reeult was 
an increase in prices for their product and a demand 
for every pound that could be produced. These facts 
were impressed upon the people by the personal rep- 
resentative of the Sanford Mills, wich is the largest 
manufacturer of mohair goods in the United States. 
Since then the mohair has very much improve! in qual- 
ity and the manufacturers will take every pound of it 
that is suitable tor their work and will pay better 
prices than they have heretofore. Last fall the Sanford 
mills was enabied to say, what was impossible before 
thet time, tha: they were manufacturing plush from 
domestic hair v hich could not be distinguished f-om the 
finest Turkis) hair. While this does not represent ihe 
entire clip or any large amount of it, it does snow that 
our people are rapidly building up the:r flocks to equal 
the best in the world. The demand for mo air goods 
is so great that all of the mills state that they are 
now unable to buy al! of the mohair they deare. The 
Sanford mills are probably getcing a larger supply, ow- 


erecting a very large building and putting in ex'ra 
looms in order that they may keep up with their cr- 
dere. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 


Ventilation in Incubators. 


T is the popular idea that ventilation evaporates the 

moisture from eggs during incubation, and so ‘it does 
to a limited extent, but the main cause is the pressure 
in the egg due to the growth of the chick and the 
shrinkage of the shell. Eggs, during incubation, get 
rid of the excess moisture more because of the pres- 
sure within than on account of the ventilation. A: best 
the ventilation can only carry off the poisonous gases. 

As proof that pressure forces he moisture out of fer- 
tile eegs during incubation, look at the infertile eggs in 
the same machine which only perceptibly shrink in size 
and weight. The danger of getting the air cell too 
large is more imaginary than real. The lack of suffi- 
cient ventilation fails to carry off the gases arising 
from the eggs. and the natural condiiions and actions of 
the egg are interfered with, the chick fails to develop 
naturally, hence wet, weak chicks with an unripe ap- 
pearance, 

It is very evident to anyone who thinks tha: mois- 
ture and ventilation are so mixed that the infivence of 
one is taken for the other. Excessive applied moisture 
has exactly the same effect as the lack of ventilation— 
the heavy, muggy condition of the air blocks the ex- 
pelled or evaporated moisture from the egg. Another 
proof of the pressure within eggs during incubat.on 1s 
the enlargement of the air celi as the incubation pro- 
gresses. 

I dispute that the air cell is for the purpese of fur- 
nishing air to the chick except just before it pips the 
Shell. The division between the air cell and balance of 
egg is air and moisture-tight. If it were not tight, 
it would fill with moisture. The chick could not possi- 
bly use the air. Even iis movements and different posi- 
tions would dispute the theory. Jyst before the chick 
pips the shell it usually breaks through to the air cell, 
but not always. The first real breathing of the chick 
is after it pips the shell, and from that time until it 
makes further effort it is accustoming t:seif to real air. 

The air cell has.a purpose. It helps form a pres- 
sure in the other end of the egg, it holds the contents 
of the egg intact, it forms a back stop, and makes 
it possible for the chick to brace for action. Ventila- 
tion is just as important as the temperature in incuba- 
tion. Ventilation does the same work in incubators as 
elsewhere. In incubators, as in houses, the question 
of ventilation is settled when we correctly craw a line 
between plenty of air and drafts of air.—[Orange Judd 
Farmer. 


, THE DAIRY. 

Silo Saves Space and Labor. 

HE question of economy of storage-room is entirely 

in favor of silage. Less room is required for storing 
the product from a certain number cf acres in the silo 
than in a barn in cured condition. Hay placed in the 
mow will take up more than three times as much room 
as the same quantity of food materials put into the silo. 
In the case of field-cured fodder corn the comparison 
comes out’ still more favorably to the silo, on account 
of the greater difficulty in preventing the thick corn 
stalks from spoiling when placed under shelter. 
* Another reason why the silo has been adopted gen- 
erally is that an acre of corn can be placed in it at less 
cost than it can be put up as cured fodder. To derive 
full benefit from the food materials in the fleid-cured 
fodder corn, it must be run through a feed cutter in 
smal! proportions at a time; the corn must in most 
cares be husked, cribbed. and either ground, cob and all, 
or shelled and ground. In siloing corn, the whole plant 
is now, as a rule, run through the cutter and filled into 
the silo at once, thus doing away with the separate 
handling of ear corn. Careful experiments with milch 
cows, conducted by several of our experiment § stations, 
have shown that silage thus made from corn cut “ears 
and all” has produced somewhat more milk and butter 
than dry fodder and ear-corn, handled and fed separ- 
ately, the product from the same area of land being 
compared in beth cases.—[Cultivator.

To begin with, the officials in charge at this office 
seem to suffer from even more than ordinary British 
conservatism and distrust of original ideas and methods 
of procedures.. In the second place, the rules governing 
the eranting of advertising devices are as.stern and un- 
bending as the homely building which houses this cum- 
bersome section of the Patent Office machinery. Oddly 
enougs, American manufacturers have been probably the 
greatest sufferers from this state of things. 
British trade-mark rules are a good deal more arbi- 
trary than those prevailing in America. where, prac- 
tically speaking, any device can be registered. In Eng- 
land, to use the stiff wording of the law, the trade- 
mark must be “divorced from any meaning in respect to 
the goods advertised,” and “must be neither descrip- 
tive, commendatory nor geographical.” To say that this 
rule is enforced g:ves no hint of the relentlessness with 
which it is hourly grasped by the hilt and brought down 
upon the schemes of the luckless manufacturer—English 
os foreign alike—who dares to try to get out of the 
ru

Here are a couple of instances. 

When the inventor of a soap, in the name of which 
the word “sun” figures, applied for permission to use 
the name, he was told sternly that he mustn't even 
dream of such a thing. Abashed, and a little dum- 
founded, he ventured to ask why, and was urbanely in- 
formed that the suggested name was “descriptive,” a 
fault with which the office had simply no patience. 

“This is the way of it. they sald, with the air of one 
unmasking a villain, “soap makes things clean, or bright. 
Sun makes things bright, too. There! It can't be al- 
lowed.” 

The proprietor of the soap was, however, an obstinate, 
determined sort of person, and he took the matter into 
court and won his suit. 

A kodak company had a somewhat similar, but even 
harder time. When it applied for permission to use the 
word “solio” in advertising a sensitive paper, it was 
withheld. Curiously enough, it seemed that the sun 
was again the cause of all the trouble. The Trade- 
Mark Office insisted that, as the paper was affected by 
the rays of the sun, and as the sun’s most popular nick- 
name was Sol, the company’s catch-name was “destrip- 
tive,” and, therefore, quite impossible. 

The company promptly appealed from the decision to 
the Board of Trade, who upheld the Trade-Mark Office. 
From this body the case went to the first court, and still 
the verdict was the same. Ditto im the second court. It 
was not until the question was argued before the House 
of Lords, sitting-as the highest court of the appeal, that 
the company won out. There the Lora Chancellor re- 
marked that such a restriction was “absurd.” And the 
framers of the new bill take a similar view of the mat- 
ter. 


A Myriad of Queer Devices. 


The new home of the Patent Office, finished only a few 
months ago, though it does not compare with the vast 
and handsome building at Washington., is_ infinitely 
more up to date than the system it shelters. It is big 
and airy and the library is a handsome big room, with 
over three miles of selving, on which repose over 100,000 
volumes. 

Among the specifications contained therein are many 
relating to unusually crack-brained devices. There is 
one of a ship which its Inventor intended to run by

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The re- 
port of the commission appointed by 
the President last October to investi- 
gate the anthracite-coal strike was 
made public today, The report is dated 
March 18, and is signed by all the 
members of the commission who are 
George Gray of Delaware; Labor 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright and 
Brig.-Gien. John M. Wilson, both of 
this city: Bishop John I. 
Illinois; Thomas H. Watkins of Penn-- 
sylvania, abd Edward W. 
this city. The report is to be jllus- 
trated, and it will be accompanied by 
the testimony taken by the commission, 
but thus far only the tee 5 proper has 
been printed. This alone covers 
eighty-seven pages of printed matter. 

In brief, the commission awards a 
general increase of Wages amounting in 
most instances to 10 per cent.;: some 
decrease of time; the settlement of all 
disputes by arbitration; fixes a mini- 
mum wage, and a sliding scale; pro- 
vides against discrimination of persons 
by either the mine owners or the min- 
ers on ac*ounmt of membership or non- 
membership tm a labor union, and pro- 
vides that the awards made shali con- 
tinue in force until March 31, 1906. 
The commission discussed to some ex- 
tent the matter of recognition or no 
recognition of the miners’ union, but 
declined to make any aweatd on this 
measure.

CARE OF HORSES. 


INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Scientists of the De- 
partment of Agriculture have been 
making some interesting investigations 


to determine the effects of certain 
kinds of food on horses and also to 
ascertain how they are affected § in 


weight by light and severe work. One 
experimenter found that a horse's food 
must be regulated by the amount of 
work performed. If work is stopped 
for three days and a ration not dimin- 
ished, the horse is subject to paralysis, 
sometimes resulting in death. It has 
been found also that, roughly speak- 
ing. a horse requires 5.75 pounds of 
body weight to carry one pound upon 
his back during severe exertion, such 
as racing. ‘lh speed at which a horse 


travels, the way in which the load is 
distributed, the external temperature 
and other conditions have an _ effect 


upon the work performed. It has been 
shown that a horse walking 5.8 miles 
per day neither gains nor loses’ in 
weight on a regulated daily ration. 
but that when the speed was increased 
the animal lost weight. o

TROUBLE YESTERDAY. 
Blowout a Farce and Windy Nuisance 
Befuddied — Young German Hangs

OXNARD, March 21.—The promoters 
of the beet-field-laborer troubles mar- 
shalled their forcer for a grand blowout 
this afternoon, but so few farmers blew 
in to hear the speech-making that 
about all the agitators did was to lis- 
| ten to themselves talk. For a week 
they have been advertising a session 
| to educate the farmers how to contract 
| for field work direct with the laborer 
through irresponsible contractors, who 
will guarantee faithful performance of 
work on the honor of an organization 
of several hundred ignorant Japanese 
and Mexicans, who wouldn't know a 
contract from a yellow journal. 

The hour of meeting was heralded by 
a parade headed by a fantastic-colored 
man beating the business end of a 
drum, and three standard-bearers with 
the national emblems of Japan, Amer- 
ica and Mexico. The conglomeration 
that followed marched the main streets 
and then passed to the hall of meeting. 
tnnetion over, Wheeler, the agi- 
tator, took the floor and harangued 
the thinly-seated hall, and he was fol- 
lowed by an anarchist from Ventura. 
Then some intelligent farmers asked 
Wheeler so many pointed questions 
that he tied himself up in a double 
bow knot, end referred in delicate 
tones to the past, which had no rele- 
vancy so far as any one could see, 

This is believed to be the last ex- 
piring gasp of the Japanese-Mexican 
labor association. A rift is already 
discernible in the black cloud of ignor- 
ant labor agitation that has been hang- 
ing over this fair city, threatening its 
industry aad prosperity.

year, to start a rival union and have 
applied for papers of incorporation un- 
der the name of the “Independent Field | 
Laborers’ Union,” and they allege they 
huve a large following of men who 
would rather work than parade the 
streets. 

Every day it becomes more evident 
that the union is a scheme of jealous 
emall contractors to get the business 
away from the western company. The 
laborers are now worse off under them 
than under the big company’s con- 
tracts. If a small contractor takes sev- 
eral contracts eome distance apart, he 
is absolutely obliged to sublet as the 
Japs are not responsible workmen ex- 
cept under personal supervision.

More boom features are noticeable in 
some of the outside investments now 
being offered the public, than have 
been heretofore in evidence, and a 
word of warning at this time is cer- 
tainly appropriate.

His Lawyer and Red Cloud 
Company After Him. 
Alforney Shinn Moves to Cut 
Professional Ties. 
—--- 
Suit for Twenty Thousand Dol- 
lars Filed Against the 
“‘Barrel’’ Man. 


Professional relations are about to 
break between S. P. Creasinger, he of 
“barrel-of-money-to-loan” fame, and 
his attorney, W. H. Shinn, Esq. 

On the eve of a $20,000 suit by the Red 
Cloud Mining Company, of which he 
formerly was president, Creasinger 
finds himseif without the assistance of 
the lawyer who has been in his employ 
for several years, and, furthermore, he 
is defendant in a suit filed by the same 
attorney for services rendered. 

Attorney Shinn says you can't work 
all your life for nothing, even if you 
are a lawyer; and Ctreasinger says 
there's no use talking, you canmot go 
into the mining business with a 
preacher or a lawyer. 

Ever since last February Mr. Shinn 
says he has been trying to break away { 
from his client, but he had so firm a 
Grip on the bear's tail that he was un- 
able to shake loose from the critter. 

Creasinger says everything is lovely 
between him and Shinn, only the law- 
yer “got huffy too soon.” 

Shinn says he has tried for many 
months to reach an understanding with 
Creasinger, but that the barrel-of- 
money man refused to pay attention to 
communications. 

“He always was a great one to ‘stave 
off’ people,”’ says Attorney Shinn. 
Shinn enumerates twelve suits in 
which he has been retained by Creas- 
inger lately, many of them still open. 
Among them are actions brought 
against Creasinger by Josefa Pico y 
Bernal de Gottliebson for the recovery’ 
of $125,000 for alleged fraud in a Mexi- 
can land deal, and by numerous other 
plaintiffs, the total amount of the lot 
being $145,334. 

For effecting a settlement between 
Creasinger and the Red Cloud Mining 
Company, Shinn claims ne was entitled 
to about $3000, only a part of which he 
has been paid, he avers. He assigned 
the claim for the remainder to A. C. 
Hine, in whose name suit has been filed 
for recovery of the amount. 

HARD WORK TO LET GO. 
After trying in vain to induce Creas- 
inger to release him as attorney, Shinn 
applied to the court to have professional!

RED CLOUD’S SUIT. 
Whatever may be the import of 
the sult of the Red Cloud company, 
Creasinger waves it aside with a 
sweep of the arm, and says the com- 
pany is mistaken in all its allera- 
tions. He is a philanthropist, he says. 
and claims to have extended his 
benevolence into the affairs of the min- 
ing. company to an extent that is un- 
dreamed of by the people who have 
brought the action against him. 

It is claimed by the plaintiff in the 
sensational suit, that Creasinger, then 
president of the Red Cloud Mining 
Company, cheated the company on the 
purchase of mining claims, and on the 
sale of stocks, and purposely got the 
company in a hole, in order to make 
blood money getting it out again. 

The whole sad story, as alleged in 
the suit, may be summarized as fo!}- 
lows: 

Red Clovd Company, incorporated 
November 13, 1899; capital stock, $1,000,- 
000, at $1 per share. 

Votes 400,000 shares to Creasinger, 
100,000 shares to ©. B. Sibert to pay for 
certain mining claime. 

Through Creasinger, the company 
buys the Ohio, Sunset, San Antonio, 
San Diero, Congresaman, Dottie Well- 
born, Georgia claims. 

Creasinger represents to the company 
that he paid 75,00 shares of the com- 
pany’s stock for the claims: is alleged 
to have actually paid 50,000, and kept 
the other 25,000 shares, then worth 10 
cents a share. 

Creasinger had charge of selling the 
treasury stock, but is alleged to have 
sold customers his own stock instead 
under representation that it was treas- 
ury stock. In six months, he is alleged 
to have sold 100,000 shares of his own 
stock at 50 centa a share. Result, com- 
pany runs behind and $10,000 has to be 
raised to carry on mines. 

Creasinger benevolently offers to raise 
the $10,000 if the company will issue 
shares of stock to Warren Gillelen. 
This was done, and the stock turned 
over to Giilelen. The latter ts alleged 
to have turned the stock back to Creas- 
inger. Thus Creasinger gets 100,000 
shares of stock then valued at 50 cents 
per share for $10,000. In six months 
Creasinger is alleged to have sold this 
stock for £48,400, and is alleged to have 
thus defrauded the company out of 
$38. 400. 

February 15. 1900, Creasinger buys 
certain machinery for $3200; $500 paid, 
balance due, $2700. Creasinger pays 
$200 and offers to raise $2500 if 100.000 
shares be placed as collateral security;

Great Properties. 


Quarter of Million is Involved 
in One Transaction. 


Cedar Valley Group and Sheep- 
fail Lodes to Be Opened 
as Result.

of deals closed in this city yesterday. | 

One of these was the transfer of the 
promerties of the Cedar Valley Gold | 
near Cedar, Mohave county, Ariz. Ne- | 
gotiations fer this valuable group have | 
been pending for several weeks, but it 
Was not until yesterday that papers 
conveying title te local parties wege 
signed. The purchasers are Capt. C. 
Henry Thompson and Lane C. Gillim, 
beth prominent in mining circles, who, 
it is reported, paid close to $250,000 for 
mines and equipment. 

The property consists of a number of 
claims through which run two large 
ledges of ore carrying good values in 
both gold and silver. Among the well- 
known claims acquired are the Silver 
Queen, Shepp, Evangelist, Arnold, Gen.

and Silver Mining Company, situated | 


Lee, Hubbard, Live Yankee, Dire Ne- 
cessity, Wide Awake and Prince. In 
all a little over 2000 feet of development 
has been done, and where exposed the 
ledges show a width of from 4 to 1b 
feet, the vein matter varying from 1 
to 8 feet in width, and averages close 
to 4 feet. :

A large force of men 
will be put at work underground at 
once, and if present plans are carried 
out, the mill will be put in commis- 
sion within the next thirty days.”

BIG STROKE. 


Trains Will Run from Los Ange 
les to Saints’ City Within 
a Year. 


Doubters of the good faith of Senator 
W. A. Clark in promising Los Angeles 
and Southern California another trans- 
continental railroad built by his own 
millions must withdraw when they 
learn of the latest triumph of the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Rall- 
road in its onward march. Negotiations 
that have occupied the attention of 
several of the company’s high officials 
during many weeks in the East have 
just reached a climax and word was 
given out yesterday By one of the of- 
ficers of the road that sums up the 
result of many secret conferences. 

That word, in brief, is that the Salt 
Lake road has purchased the Oregos 
Short Line for about $8,000,000. 

This statement is made on the high- 
est authority, and when the details 
attaching to the gigantic arrangement 
are fully known it will be seen that 
Senator Clark has meant real bisiness 
from th» very inception of his big rail- 
road acheme. That there have been 
many who spoke in a derogatory way 
of his intentions is too well known to 
deserve repetition. Some heve been 
saying that “Clark 


beyond Riverside; that “Harriman 
would soon gobble him:” that “the 
Senator was simply a bluff;" and, 


when he west East not long ago, it 
was openly asserted that “he had gone 
off looking for some sucker to buy 
his road.”

Said an officer of the road yesterday:

The deal 
is closed and the Oregon Short Line 
is ours except for a few legal formali- 
ties. The San Pedro, Los Angeles an@ 
Salt Lake Ralirecad Company has pur- 
chased, for about $8,000,000, all the 
lines owned by the Oregon fhort Line, 
or controlled by it, lying south of Galt 
Lake City and extending to Callentea, 
Nev. The total mileage bought, In- 
cluding branch lines, comprises mere 
than 600 miles of railroad. 

“Purthermore, it ts stipulated thag 
the deal shall include a portion of the 
rolling stock and equipment of; the 


lines ws have been purchased. 

“All this property is acquired by the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railroad Company absolutely and the 
company remains an entirely separate 
and independent corporation. 

“The transfer is to be made and the 
Salt Lake Company is to take posses- 
sion as soon as the remaining legal 
formalities can be carried out. , 

“The Oregon Short Line Company, of 
course, abandons all intention of bulld- 
ing to the Pacific Coast, and we ex 
to have a complete line through to Salt 
Lake and in operation within a year 
after the transfer is made.” 

THE SALT LAKES PLANS. 

The statement that the Salt Lake 
road will be in operation within a year 
after the transfer is made is significant. 
It must be concluded, therefore, that 
henceforth work is to be pushed with 
unusual vigor from Riverside to Cajon 
Pass, thence across the desert to Call- 
entes. With a road from Leos Angeles 
to Riverside completed, a distance of 
eighty miles, and a road from Sak 
Lake to Calientes in operation, a dis+ 
tance of 335 miles, .a gap remains te 
be built of something over 450 miles.

FRANK-COUNTING MACHINE. 

As the bundles of addressed franks 
come in they are put through an inter- 
esting machine, which counts them at 
the rate of (26,000 per hour, recording 
the number upon an indicator simi- 
lar to those which keep tab on our 
street-car conductors. After the count- 
ing operation the franks are pigeon- 
holed according to the section of the 
country to which they are to be sent. 
The Varieties of seed allowed each 
Congressman depends upon the geo- 
graphical location of his district. 

Ata ble table five girls receive bun- 
dies of the addressed franks selected 
for forthcoming orders and paste them 
upon the large yellow envelopes which 
are to carry the smaller ones through 
the mail. Ten other girls at an adja- 
cent table look over the newly-franked 
envelopes, separate them, if stuck to- 
gether, and place them in drying racks. 
A large stock of envelopes to contain 
the same combination of seeds is 
placed in a basket for filling. 

WORK OF DEFT FINGERS. 

Beneath the rows of bulging pine, 
constantly filled by the machines on 
the floor above, endless belts of broad 
strapping continually move over the 
bottoms of long troughs. When a new 
series of large outer envelopes is to 
be filled the five varieties of inside en- 
velopes printed upon the corner are 
noted and five large red cards are hung 
upon the five bins containing these 
varieties. Tnder each red card a girl 
takes her place, the endless belt run- 
ning in the treugh before her. Three 
other girls have meanwhile taken their 
places at the upper end of the trough. 
When the work begins the giris feed 
the belt with the newly-franked enve- 
lopes, which, one after the , 
Close procession, Masten to the first 
of the five girls sitting under the red 
cards. From an opening in the bot- 
tom of the bin she rapidly takes out 
the little envelopes and inserts one in 
each of the rapidiy-arriving large ones. 
The moving belt carries the open en- 
velopes on and on past the other feur 
“fillers.” each of whom places a little 
package from ber bin into the big one. 
An eagie-eyed inspector watches the 
belt and makes sure that the prescribed 
number is placed in each. Seventeen 
girls at this work f)] 3000 packages per 
hour. 

Nine big sew machines 
at the ends of t beite receive the 
‘arge packages after they have passed 
the hands of eighteen girls, who fold 
down the flians. The ‘“stitcher” at 
each machine places the envelopes, in 
rapid succession, into a psir of steel 
jaws which bite three wire stitches 
into the flaps, thus sealing them se- 
curely. Untill this year the outer en- 
velopes of these free seed package< 
were gummed. in conequence of whi! 
many stick together and gave the 
mail clerks no end of annoyance.

The recent revela- 
tions of gallant old Admiral Coch®ane, 
whose nephew was flogged for a petty 
etiquette, which 
had nothing to do with good manners 
or good soidiership, caused a storm in 
England, and the further revelations 
that have been leaking out in Parlia- 
ment and elsewhere since, have made a 
startling total of evidence against these 


theater the other night a

THE SUBALTERN'S COURT.

attend. The senior subaitern acts as 
— and goes through supposediy 

umorous formulae with the utmost 
solemnity. Every one uses high flown 
expressions and behaves with grotesque 
dignity, and it is all supposed to be 
very funny. So it was with something 
of a shock that the Brit'sh public 
learned that yoang officers who had 
“offended,” and were handed over to 
the tender mercies of this ‘court by 
commanding officers were treated in a 
fashion that could not be considered as 
any sort of a joké, even a bad one. 

Says a former guardsman: ‘I have 
known men turned out of barracks 
stark naked in the carly morning, and 
hung out of the messroom windows in 
the same condition, a mark for cock- 
shies of evéry description. I have seen 
men's hair cut off. their heads singed 
with blazing newspapers, and sham- 
pooed with whiskies aiid sodas or cham- 
pagne, for which the victim had to pay.

FLOGGING FOR ‘CRIMBS.” 
Fiogging, however, is the favorite 
punishment for serious ‘“‘crimes.” It is 
done with a cane, generally a knotted 
one, if mo more le weapon is 
handy, and not a detall is omitted 
which is calculated to add elther to the 
physical pain or the moral indignity of 
the beating. Here are the exact terms 
in which Admiral Cochrane, who calied 
public attention to his nephew's case, 
In the columns of the Times described 
such a flaggeiation: “This fogging 
was administered on the lower part of 
the back which was bared for punish- 
ment by the removal! of the nether gar- 
ments, and blows of great severity ap- 
plied with a cane or stick in numbers 
varying from six to forty. 

“A young officer last year, who re- 
ceived the latter number, fainted un- 
der the cruel severity of the punish- 
ment: but even six blows with the 
instrument employed are sufficient to 
make blood flow, as was constantly 


the case. 

“What greatiy added to the in- 
humanity of these proceedings was 
that all the officers present were com- 


pelied to administer their sharejof the 
strokes, if the numbers permitted, and 
comrades were obliged to apply blows 
to their own personal friends, under 
threats of receivin similar ——, 
ment themselves. If a young officer. in 
commiseration of his friend, applied a 
stroke considered too light by § the 
president, he was called on to repeat 
the biow.” 

The severest form of punishment is 
thrat where the culprit is turned out 
naked in the barrack square at mid- 
night, and made to race up and down 
between two rows of subalterns, who 
deal out blows with a dog whip, end 
sometimes an ordinary birch rod.

Since the subject of “ragging” be- 
gan to occupy public attention, no case 
has been recalled which sheds a bet- 
ter light on the spirit tn which such 
attacks on “undesirables” in the army 
are made, or the caliber of the men 
who make them, than that which has 
just come to light, in which the victim 
was a@ pawnbroker’s son.

GETS JUICE 
FROM LIGHT. 


Santa Monica Inventor's New 
Source of Power. 


Claims to Woo Electricity from 
the Heavenly ‘Rainbow. 
Enough Force to Run Locomotive 
in Square Yard of Illu- 
mination. 


John D. Muskel of Santa Monica has 
completed an “energy machine,’ upon 
wlose construction he has been engaged 
for more than twenty years. The de- 
vice will be patented immediately, ‘and 
it is expected that a OGrm of eastern 
manyfacturers will place it on the mar~- 


ket. . 

Muskel’s device provides for the 
transformation of the force of light into 
the more tangible and usefu) power of 
electricity. To do this he has «a 
plicated contrivance of chemicals, 
ored glasses and plates, and an inf- 
nitely small system of tiny storage bat- 
teries to catch and hold the feeble cur- 
rents which may be born in the dark 
interior of this mysterious piece of 
cratfsmanship. 

Muskel has lived near Santa Monica 
but a short time, having come from the 
East for his health last fall. The in- 
vention to which he has given his whole 
thought and attention for two decades 
was begun while its originator wus « 
lurnberman in the forests of Northern 
Michigan, long before electricity was 
recognized as something liable to at- 
tain a considerable power in the indus- 
trial world. 

Sickness, poverty and varied phases 
of ill-fortune prevented the ambitious 
dreamer from carrying out his plans. 
Most of the time he wad not the means 
nor the way to proctre necessary mate- 
rials to further his researches. Whole 
years the device lay hidden because 
there were no chemicals in its Owner's 
possession whereby he might bring it 
to completion. 

The year after the Chicago World's 
Falr Muekel brought his ideas into 
something like working order, and at- 
tracted the notice of a German scientist, 
who earnestiy requested an interview. 
At considerable expense Muskel went 
tw New York City, and a8 the “pro- 
fessor’ seemed interested and kindly 
disposed, the enthusiast not only ex- 
plained his plans, but let him have the 
working model, which he had madé 
after years of expense and toil into 
somethi resembling the shape of the 
complet device. Well, the German 
borrowed the thing, and absent-mind- 
edly forgot to return it. Likewise, he 
ie ft this country and forgot to give 
Murkel his address. Muskel never 
found him, and everything had to be 
done over again. As a patent had been 
applied for he did ‘not feag ihat his in- 
vention would be stolen. 

Then he worked along and got out of 
heaith and cenfiidence in himeecit 
and everything else, until he was just 
about in despair. Two years ago some 
mining property, bought and long since 
forgetten turned out in a good way, 
and Muskel was enabled to retire mod- 
estiy and devote iimself heart and soul 
to the thing he most loved. ; 

Hie came to California in October, 
and perfected the last details of his in- 
vention on a little ranch just to the 
southeast of Santa Monica. He calis 
this place “home,” but it has few home 
comforts, and ts merely a sort of work- 
shop. Muskel is a widower and as his 
children are all grown up he lives alone, 
except for an orphaned grandson whom 
he has raised. 

Mr. Muske! was seen last, evening in 
the office of the Nadeau, and discussed 
hia invention with the 
fervor of a sealous fanatic. e be- 
lieves, like many other inventors, that 
he has the only thing that ever hap- 
pened, and that it is bound to make him 
wealthy and famous. Whatever may 
Be the merits of his machine, its idea 
is unique. Said he, in describing it 
“One probably never stops to think that 
heat is but the smaliest part of the 
force that comes with the light waves 
from the sun. Heat is a mere accom- 
paniment; light is the thing. We can 
feel the heat directly. but if we could 
extract the energy of the light, and turn 
it to immediate practical use, we should 
have sufficient power to turn all the 
wheels of commerce, free of cost. 

There is energy enough tn the light 
falling on a square yard of ground to 
run a locomotive. Conserve that, if 
you ean, and you have done a greater 
wonder than the man who shall com- 
pletely harness Niagara. Every one 
of the prismatic colors is caused by an 
intense rate of vibration, small, fine 
pulsations that can be measured by no 
human instrument, and seem to affect 
only the retina of the eve. These vibra- 
tions are rushing at such a speed that 


their direct effect, as far as force is 
concerned, is lost. 
“Now, it has also been proven, I 


think, that electricity is only another 
form of vibratory force. This also is 
swift beyond compare—there is no Way 
of counting the vibrations of an elec- 
tric current. But even electricity is a 
slower thing than light—infinitely 
siower, as far as its osciilat force is 
coneerned. I have out by 
experiment. 

“Therefore, it le now proven, I think, 
that the only thing to be done in chang- 
ing the energy of light to the prac- 
ticable, street-car moving, house-light- 
ing energy of electricity is a reduction 
of vibration numbers. 

“I arrived at that nt just about 
twenty years ago—before I started on 
this machine of mine. My work since 
has been to make such a machine, and 
I think that now I have su f 
I didn’t think so I wouldn't say any- 
thing about it. The ‘works’ of my dis- 
covery have been forwarded to ash- 
ington, where I expect to go at once, 
starting tomorrow. 1 am sorry that I 
haven't got it here to show you. 

“In the first place, I use simply col- 
ored plates as the basis of all my work. 
Taking the highest vibration rate, I 
use a corresponding plate of simple 
giaes, and reduce it ‘one notch,’ as you 
might say. Then I put it down one 
more notch, and etill another, until I 
have it as far down as the prism can 
work it. We are now over half done, 
but the rest is the hardest part. To 
get the speed of this ethereal matter 
down just one or two points more kept 
me guessing for eleven years. During 
those eleven years I tried to get the 
light vibration rate down; at the end 
of that time I found out that what I 
should have done was to speed the 
electric rate up to meet it. The strength 
of an electric arc, burned in a ‘field’ 
next the lower plate of my series, Is in- 
creased seven times. That means that

ARK HAMBOURG, the noted 

young pianist, will give two con- 

certs at Simpson Auditorium 
March 24 and 25 under lL. Behymer's 
management. Hambourg is already a 
favorite here, having been heard in 
conjunction with Isaye. Since his last 
visit to America he has broadened in 
his art and can try conclusions with 
the greatest pianists of the day. 

Hambourg has stod the test of Ber- 
lin, Leipsic, Paris, St. Petersburg and 
London. Since November he has been 
touring the larger cities of America 
and Nias everywhere aroused great en- 
thusiasm. He apjeared in Philadel- 
phia, Washington and Chicago, as solo- 
ist with the leading symphony orches- 
tras. In Boston his arrangements were 
for five concerts and he was forced to 
give ten. In London wet season he 
appeared as co-star with Patti at Al- 
bert Hall, dividing heanors with «the 
diva. While in Wastingtue on Jan- 
vary 9, Hambourg pluyed im the pres- 
ence of Presider.t Roorcvelt and his 
family, the members of the Cabinet 
and their families and a brilliant as- 
sernblage representing the official and 
social life of the Capital The guests 
showered congratulations ypon Ham- 
bourg at the close of the concert. Of 
his appearance in New York the Cour- 
ler says: 

“Mark Hambourg played Tschaikow- 
ski's B-flat minor Concerto for piano 
and scored a tremendous triumph. He 
was cheered and applauded and re- 
called a dozen times. He was forced 
to play an encore. Hambourg comes 
back to us as an artist fully matured; 
a planist of prodigious powers, tried 
by experience and chastened by intel- 
lectual study. Small, sturdy and séif- 
reliant, at the keyboard Hambourg'’s 
appearance suggests d’Albert and Ros- 
enthal, And the resemblance might be 
traced to the young man's playing, too, 
for in breadth and power, in technical 
daring and brilliancy and in mental 
grasp of his terial, Hambourg fre- 
quently reminds one of the giants of 
the keyboard. There was no delibera- 
tion in the pianist’s manner as he took 
his seat; there was anything but lassi- 
tude In his thundering attack on the 
massive opening chords of the con- 
certo. He hurled himself at the 
beard and piled up climaxes that were 
almost terrifying tn their intensity and 
power. Scales were ripped off like 
flashes of lightning, octave sequences 
roared with the speed and weight of a 
miniature Niagara, and the most intri- 
cate figurations rolled from under this 
young musician's fingers with aimost 
abeurd recklessness and ease. 

“Superlatives have been done to death 
in describing masical performances, but 
playing arouses the gense 
of the transcendental. He is superia- 
tive in his style. He does nothing by 
halves. He is at it hammer and tongs 
from the first to the last beat of the 
baton. He could not do otherwise. 
The key to the man's playing is his 
uncontrollable temperament, and he 
seems carried away at the mere touch 
of his instrument. In cantilena pas- 
sages Hambourg seems like a changed 
person. He vibrates on the keys as on 
the strings of a violin, and manifold 
and beautiful are the tonal gradations 
that he is able to conjure forth from 
the most unresponsive of all musical 
instruments. The slow movement of 
the concerto was played with tender 
grace and infinite charm. The finale 
fairly excited the audience. Ham- 
boure’s chords and octaves are phe- 
nomenal, Not even Gruenfeld bas a 

‘awe pair of wrieta, The 
concerto ended in rousing fashion, and, 
as already told. Hambourg was ten- 
dered an ovation.”

tons. 12 térpede-boat destroyers, 5259 
tons: 25 first-class torpedo boats, 3913 
tons: 6 second-class torpedo boats, 285 
tons, and one submarine of 75 tons dis- 
placement. The vessels building are 9 
first-class battieships, aggregating 131.- 
200 tons: 2 other battleships and coast 
defense vessels, of 6428 tons; § armored 
cruisers, 111,800 tons; 3 first-class pro- 
tected cruisers, of 28.880 tons: 6 second- 
clases protected cruisers, 1°.600 tons: 4 
cestrovers, 1620 tome; & first-class tor- 
pedo boats. of 1116 tons, and 7 subma- 
rines of 840 tons.

Fhe is 
building first-class battleships, of 
167.750 tons, and 26 armored cruisers, of 
a displacement of 205,700 tons, The re- 
inalning 47 vessele now under construc- 
tiom are comparatively small, most of 
them being destroyers and 9 subma- 
rines. 

France, the second naval power of 

the world, has 370 ships afloat of 42 
tons, and is building 83, of 213,332 tons. 
Of these 6 are first-class battleships, 
87.780 tons, and 10 are armored cruisers, 
110,546 tons. Forty-four are destroyers 
and torpedo boats and 22 are subma- 
rines. These latter, when finished, will 
give to France a total cf 4, against 8 
in our navy and 9 in the British navy. 
Germany, With 205 vessels built, of a 
displacement of 387,715 tons, is building

School Life in Germany. 


In Germany the law requires that ev- 
ery child attend school from the age of 
6 up to 14. says St. Nicholas. Parents 
are compelled to pay a fine in court if 
their children are absent from school 
without good cause, and the child must 
make up the time lost by just as many 
extra days at the end of his course as 
he has been absent. 

Children are called by their last 
names from the very first of their 
school days. Their teachers are men 
almost without exception. The hours 
for attendance in the winter are from 
8 to 12 in the morning. and from 2 to 4 
in the afternoon; and in the warmer 
months from 7 to 11 and from 2 to 4, 
These hours are shortened for the 
younger children. 

On Wednesday and Saturday after- 
noons the schools are closed. What 
feerns strange to us is that all study- 
ing is done out of echoo!. A clasa not 
having a recitation.. therefore. is sent 
home, and «o it happens 4bat few chil- 
dren are all of the six hours a day 
in school, as the above hours would 
seem to indicate. The very little ones, 
for instance, may be in scheol from § 
to 9, from 11 te 12, and from 2 to 3, 


the intervening time being spent at 
home in play or study. 

In consequence of this out-of-school 
study, all books, pencils and stationery 
are taken home at the close of tie 
morning and afternoon sessions. This 
has given rise to the use of knapsacks 
by both girls and boys. These knap- 
sacks are made of leathyr either 
dressed or with the hair on. 

If a boy Intends to carry his education 
beyond that afforded by the grammar 
school, he is expected to enter the 
High School at the age of 9 or 10 years, 
where his lowe? school studies are con- 
tinued and languages are commenced 
in a simple way. Girls in like manner 
go to a higher school. The studics 
pursued In German schools are much 
fame as in our own.—({ Newark 

ews. 


Navy Short of Officers. 


The navy is short of officers to man 
its ships and on that account the of- 
ficials use every effort to discourage 
officers from leaving the _ service. 
There have been several cases where 
the resignations of officers were dis- 
approved on the ground that’ their 
services could not be spared. One of 
the main reasons for the desire to 
leave the service on the part of young 
‘officers is the prolonged sea service 
and the short tours on shore duty. 

Writing to a Senator on this phase 
of the subject recently, Secretary 
Moody said: “I should consider it ex- 
tremely unfortunate if any officer were 
to give up his career in the navy be- 
cause of the conditions which must be 
only temporary, and especially at this 
time when a splendid development 
seems to be in prospect for the naval 
service. We have received so enthu- 
siastic and so devoted a service from 
the younger officers during the period 
in which we have been compelled to 
ask exceptionally arduous duty from 
them, that I should view with regret 
any disposition to withdraw before it 
shall become possible to tn some de- 
gree compensate for the extra duty 
that has been so cheerfully per- 
formed.’ —[Washington Star.

Now Demanded. 

{New York Times:] “I studied in 
one of the best schools tn this country, 
and served my apprenticeship in one of 
the leading offices of this city,” said 
the gray-haired architect, “but I'm of 
not much account any more. The pro- 
feasion has changed too rapidly for me. 
I'm all right designing and bulliding 
private houses, but they are a drug tn 
the New York market, and an architect 
must be a structural engineer ss wel! 
as a designer of classic fronts and 
beautiful interiors. I studied engine:r- 
ing when I found my clients alipping 
from me, and I've a pretty good idea 
of how to bulld the modern steel build- 
I can plan them on paper, and 


work. The life is too strenuous for 
what I mean and 


you'll find that I'm not the only old- 
time architect handicapped by the mod- 
ern way of building places to live and 
work in. I had a big downtown struc- 
ture under way some time ago, and 
I went down to see that the stee! frame- 
work was being put up according te 
specifications. There was nothing but 
a spidery outline of steel beams anJ 
girders towering above me. The par- 
theular part of the work I thought need- 
ed investigation was on the tenth floor, 
and I had to climb up a series of lad- 
ders to get there. When I reached the 
sixth story I felt digsy; on the seventh’ 
I had a queer feeling in my stomach, 
but when I reached the eighth I thought 
I would faint. I was never good at 
climbing, and a high perch always 
made me qualmish, but by severe ex. 
ercise of the will power I managed 
to reach the tenth story. 

“Then the boes of the tron workers 
calmiy asked me to walk out on one 
of the beams to Inspect the welding of 
one of the steel uprights. Well, sir, 
I was suspended between earth and 
heaven and one glance downward fin- 
ished me.

“It takes a young man to be a city 
architect today, and one with nerve 
and a cool head. You can't always com- 
bine these with the gifts necessary to 
make an ecelient architect and engi- 
neer. I would advise any young man 
intending to study architecture today 
to find out first whether he has the 
necessary nerve for it. Let him scale 
a ladder hanging from a rope, run 
along the cornice of a fifty 
feet from the ground, climb the top- 
mast of a schooner, and walk along 
the crosspieces, and then try a few 
gymnastic eercises from ‘he scaffold- 
ing of a modern skyscraper. 

“If he can go through all of these 
evolutions with steady nerves and stil! 
has a desire to adopt architecture as a 
life profession, and can bring studious 
habits, some originality in designing 
and a turn for mathematics to bear 
on the question, he should start tn and 
be satisfied that nature cut him out 
for business. In nine cases out of ten 
he will balk before he gets through 
half the preliminaries. and we will be 
faved one more old failure Iike myself. 
If we keep on projecting our bulldings 
a few stories higher each year. we 
ahall ve to make saliors of our ar- 
chitects first, and then, after a thor- 
ough course in that line give them a 
chance to study the art and science of 
the profession. 

“We need, more than anything else 
in the profession, young men who can 
do just what I have described. Nea;- 
ly every old old firm of architects ‘n 
the city is looking out for some young 
fellow who is both an architectural en- 
gineer and a climber. If such fellows 
can't find employment at good salaries 
the fadlit te with them. 

“I suppose.” with a sigh, “It-is anoth- 
er sign of the times that old men are 
no longer needed. Their usefulness 
dies with them unless they can keep 
forever young and energetic, but I 
don't see how anyone can learn aerial 
gymnastics unless he begins at it early 
and keeps everiastingly at it. I think 
in the near future I'll migrate to In- 
dia,
